Rumors that the President has re¬ 
fused to recode from his position re¬ 
garding the railroads of the country 
caused almost a panic on Wail street, 
and the bottom dropped out of the stock 
market, all railroad Interests suffering 
largely, with Rending heading the list.

Secretary of the Treasury Oortelyou 
Issued a circular allowing banks to 
retain Government deposits which were 
Co have been recalled during March, and 
about forty-six millions of dollars will 
be kept in circulation.

The four revolutionist youths who 
were captured at Moscow’ two days ago 
by the police at the end of a fight be¬ 
tween the authorities and a band of 
agitators, were trigd' by court-martial 
yesterday, sentenced to death and exe¬ 
cuted in splto of the Intercession of the 
Moscow members of the lower house 
of Parliament. 

The Honduran revolutionists defeated 
the forces of President Bonilla of Hon¬ 
duras. near Tegucigalpa, after fifteen 
foours* fighting. The revolutionists cap¬ 
tured seventy officers and soldiers. 
Many men were killed or wounded on 
both sides. The commander of the Hon¬ 
duran troops was Minister of War 
'Barahona. _ _ 

There was another accident to a 
French worship near Prest yesterday. 
(During torpedo exercises the coast- 
flefense ship Fulminant was struck and 
seriously damaged on the water line 
by a torpedo. Collision mats were at 
once applied in the vessel's side and 
She was towed into port In a sinking 
condition.

Business Mens Committee Greatly Pleased Over 
the Successlul Issue. 


CARS TO RUN ON SCHEDULE TO-DAY 


The Louisville street car strike has 
been called off and cars will bo run 
on all lines to-day by the old employes 
of the company. This settlement of the 
controversy between the company was 
brought about by an agreement signed 
by President Minary for the board 
of directors of the company yesterday 
afternoon and later by the special com¬ 
mittee for the union. It was then rati¬ 
fied my the executive committee and 
by W. D. Mahon, International presi¬ 
dent of the union, who has been ill 
at an Infirmary during the entire strike 
The union voted unanimously last night 

to accept the settlement. 

* • • 

Both Make Concessions. 


Both sides made concessions. The 
men get from twenty to twenty-two 
cents an hour; a ten-hour day. thirty 
minutes for lunch, to be taken from 
their own time. All the old employes, 
except those guilty of disorder or of 
having destroyed property are to be 
retained by tile company and given the 
same standing they had before the 
i strike. The men are left free to join 
the union, but any employe found co¬ 
ercing another to Join or not to Jin 
shall bet dismissed by the empany. The 
company expresses a willingness to 
meet a committee of its men on all 
grlevances T real or fancied, at any time. 
The details of matters in the agree¬ 
ment are to be arranged by the direc¬ 
tors and a committee of Its own men. 
This ail gives the street railway an 
"open shop." 

The men withdrew a number of their 
demands, including the right to demand 
the discharge of employes not members 
of the union ;1 the right to demand the 
reinstatement of discharged employes 
If they thought they were wrongfully 
discharged; the Arbitration Committee 
with outside parties as members, and 

some other minor details.

All Are Satisfied. 


The House of the Missouri Legisla¬ 
ture yesterday passed the Senate bill 
limiting the work day of a train dis¬ 
patcher to eight hours, except when an 
operator Is employed only In the day 
time, when he can work twelve hours. 
The bill now goes to the Governor. 

All the members of the Congresslon- 
ay party, headed by Speaker Cannon 
at Panama, have expressed great sur¬ 
prise at the work that has been done 
on the canal. The party have visited 
both La Boca, on the Pacific side, and 
the famous Culebra cut. 

Martin Glancy. engineer, and Clark 
GrllTln. fireman, of Dayton, were kill¬ 
ed when a Cincinnati.

Used St. Louis Agreement, 


All parties to the agreement express¬ 
ed satisfaction with it. Ben Commons, 
for the strikers; President Mlnary, for 
the company; Mayor Barth and Capt. 
George C. Norton, for the Business 
Men's Committee, all declared their un¬ 
qualified Joy that the strike had been 

settled, wilth "honor to both parties."

Credit For Business Men. 


The agreement drafted by Judge 
Gregory was similar to that which set¬ 
tled the Su Louis street car strike of 
1900 when the traction company of that 
city and 3,000 of its employes were 
brought Into peaceful relations after 
four months of dissension Juid strife. In 
all. the deliberations of jthe business 
mens* committee either Individually or 
with the other p&rties to the confer¬ 
ences. the St. Louis street car strike 
wus used as a basis for suggestion and 
the settlement finally reached wnas on 
the basis of the St. Louis agreement. 
In fact, it was almost a verbatim copy 
of the St. Louis agreement which was 
made on July 14, 1900, in that city, 
that the Louisville Railway Company, 
through its directors, ratified yes'terdny 
afternoon and which the company's 
employes accorded similar action last 
night. 

"The first obstacle that the commit¬ 
tee had to overcome, and It was a 
difficult one." he said, "was to get the 
employes' representatives to treat with 
us as the company's employes and not 
as the union. To this they demurred 
for a long time, and It was not until 
we submitted to them that we would 
terminate the conference there and 
then unless there was a distinct and 
absolute open-shop understanding, that' 

they agreed to conform to our views."

Mr. Commons Withdraws. 


The amicable adjustment of the dif¬ 
ferences was made through the offices 
of the committee appointed by the clty*9 
foremost commercial organization and 
places that body In an enviable public 
light. Acting solely in the interests of 
harmony and without partiality to eith¬ 
er side, the men composing the busi¬ 
ness body succeeded in accomplishing 
the delicate task of bringing the two 
opposing factions together and thus 
ending a strife which, If prolonged, 
must necessarily have meant the loss 
of thousands of dollars to Louisville's 
commercial Interests and untold misery 

and suffering to its population,

Capt. Norton Talks of Work. 


In this connection Capt. Norton told 
of the first meeting between his com¬ 
mittee and the employe*' representa¬ 
tives, which took place on Wednesday 
morning at the Commercial Club. He 
said that the employes' committee, 
headed by Samuel L. Wilson and ac¬ 
companied by Benjamin Commons, 
went to the Commercial Club in a body. 
And that when the joint committee 
was ready to convene in session, Mr, 
Commons took a seat in the conference 
room. Objections were raised at once 
to Mr. Commons' presence by every 
member of the business men's com¬ 
mittee. and he was told by Capt. Nor¬ 
ton that he could not remain at the 
conference. Mr. Commons, he said, ob¬ 
jected strongly to this action on the 
part of the committee, and the objec¬ 
tion was taken up by Mr. Wilson and 
hls associates. It was not until the 
business men's committee refused ab¬ 
solutely to continue the conference un¬ 
less Mr. Commons withdrew' that he 
did so, after which he remained in an 
ante-room until the conference was 
over.

AGREEMENT UNDER WHICH 

RETURN TO WORK 


Louisville, Ky. f March 14, 1907.—Capt. Geo. C. Norton, chairman Joint 
Committee of the Board of Trade, Commercial Club, Merchants and Manu¬ 
facturers’ Association, the Retail Merchants' Association and Members of the 
Committee. Gentlemen: The Board of Directors of the Louisville Railway 
Company have carefully considered the paper submitted by you to us on 
March 13. We appreciate most deeply the interest you have taken, and fully 
sympathize with your motives, and we are willing to make any fair conces¬ 
sions that can be made for the sake of public good. 

On March 1, 1907, our men had an increase of one cent an hour in wages, 
which brought their wages fully up to the average in cities like this one; 
being 18 cents per hour for the first year, 19‘/2 cents for the second year, 20 ! /2 
cents for the third year, and 21 cents thereafter. We are willing to continue 
these same wages, or, if the men prefer it, we are willing to pay, on platform 
time, 20 cents for the first year's service and 22 cents thereafter. For overtime 
we are willing to pay 25 cents per hour. 

If the time taken for meals is not counted as part of the pay time for the 
men, we have no objection to allowing 30 minutes' time for meals. 

We are willing that, whenever a regular employe with a regular run, who 
has made his regular run, is required to report again for extra*-work, his time 
shall count from the time he is required to and docs report, and he shall be 
paid therefor until he is dismissed* In no event shall he be paid for less than 
one hour. , , ... 

We are willing that, when a former employe of the company, who has been 
in the service of the company for one year or more, is re-employed, his wages 
shall be on the basis of a two-year man. 

If any man has been discharged because he belonged to the union and for 
no other offense, he will be re-employed by the company. , 

Every employe shall be free to join or not to join a union without dis¬ 
crimination by the company; but any employe seeking to coerce a co-employe 
to join or not to join the union shall be subject to immediate discharge when 
the matter is reported to the company. 

The company is. and always has been, willing to meet any individual or 
committee of its own employes, and to treat with them concerning grievances, 
real or supposed, that may from time to time arise, and to use its best en¬ 
deavors, if such grievance does exist, to remove it. 

The company will endeavor, within sixty days from the resumption of 
work, to readjust its schedule so that no schedule shall require more than 
twelve hours, and so that, as far as practicable, no man shall be required to 
take a run beyond ten hours unless he voluntarily wishes so to do. Men 
running trips and performing extra work shall, as far as practicable, have 
their work so arranged as to be within fourteen hours consecutively, having a 
regard to the wishes of the men and the performance of a proper public 

service. p | 0yes 0 f the company not under suspension on March 9, 1907, 
are to be re-employed in their same positions and with their same runs, ex¬ 
cept those who have been and are arrested for acts of violence against the 
property or employes of the company, and provided they import for duty on 

or return to work, we will agree with them at once to meet 

„ from our own employes and representing alone our own men, 

and°aare©*^* ith°them U on°some fair and just basis of arranging all the details 
Jf “I®* herein specified, and that cuch details shall be arranged on just 
SncTlibirS terms' to the men. Or. if our employes prefer it, we will take the 
sense of the majority of our employes as to how Such details shall be arranged.

"Soon after the appointment on 
Tuesday afternoon of the Joint com¬ 
mittee," said Capt. Norton, "we called 
upon Mr. Mlnary and found to our 
pleasure that he was willing and anx¬ 
ious to accept the offices of the com¬ 
mittee as an Intermediary. We also 
ascertained during our brief visit that 
the company was willing to concede 
certain points to Its employes. Then 
we got Into communication with Mr. 
WdlBon and invited him and hls com¬ 
mittee to meet with us the following 
morning at the Commercial Club. In 
the meantime Judge Gregory had ob- | 
tallied a volume from the public library 
which gave the history of the St. Louis | 
street car strike of 1900, when 3,000 
men were out for four months and a 
loss estimated at $1,500,000 was sus¬ 
tained by the strikers, the company and

Washington, March 14. — Tho 
Weather Bureau to-night issued 
the following flood bulletin: • 

The roeond great Ohio river Hood 
of the year k* now in programs and 
above the mouth of the Utile 
Kunw.tha river the stages will be 
fiv>rn S to 11 feet higher than dur¬ 
ing the flood of January. At Pitts¬ 
burg to-night the river stood at 
34.5 feet, 12.5 feet above the flood 
stage and only .6 foot below the 
grm-i high-water stage of 18S2. As 
the river Is still rising. It Is prob¬ 
able that this ntage of 35 feet Will 
be closely approximated and pos¬ 
sibly exceeded before the river be¬ 
gins to fall. 

At Wheeling a stage of 48 feet, 
12 feet above the flood stage, is In¬ 
dicated by Friday a.f ter noon or 
evening and th»* pome at Parkers¬ 
burg, the flood stage at the latter 
place being a.t 35 feet. Stages are 
Indicated at other places as fol¬ 
lows: 

Marietta 47; Cincinnati 60, 10 feet 
above flood stage during Friday 
and Friday nJght; Madison 52 to 
feet. and Louisville 35 feet cm Sat¬ 
urday. 6 and 7 feet respectively 
above flood stage; Evansville 40 
feet, Friday or Friday night*, .and 
possibly 44 fee* during Saturday, 
the flood stage being at 35 feet; 
Wabftdt river at Mount Carmel, 
Itl.. 20 feet, 6 feet above the flood 
singe. Supplementary warnings 
hn.ve olso been issued for the riv¬ 
ers of S>uthern Ohio. 


in the business district This stretch 
of water rendered homeless fully a 
quarter of the population of the city. 
Women and children were taken out 
of houses from the second story win¬ 
dow a Five foreigners, all of them 
men. were drowned In their efforts to 
rescue their loved ones. The names 
of none of them are known. 

Mayor Coleman called a mass-meet¬ 
ing of citizens and a new six-story 
office building was secured In which 
to house the homeless. Cots were 
placed In all the upper floors while 
the first floor was devoted to corrrmis- 
snry where vast food supplies were 
received, having been donated by mer¬ 
chants. 

The situation grew, worse as night 
fell. The supply of city water became 
completely exhausted, electric light and 
gas plants were rendered useless, the 
Pittsburg Railway Company was un¬ 
able to turn a wheel In the city and 
the Baltimore and Ohio railroad found 
its tracks so covered with water that 
they could not run trains.

Huddled Together. 


“BIG STICK” 
SCARES BROKERS 


Pittsburg, Pa, March 14.—[Special.] 
—At 10 o'clock to-night all the street 
lights in the business and financial sec¬ 
tion of the city went out, the flood 
having reached the wire conflicts. Ex¬ 
tra police from the outlying districts 
have been brought down town, and are 
patrolling the streets to prevent looting. 


Pittsburg, Pa. March 14.—[Special.]— 
Tho worst flood in the history of 
Western Pennsylvania within the his¬ 
tory of the paleface la on to-night; at 
least tt is the worst In seventy-five 
y« ars. To-night the three' rivers at this 
point are raging within a few tenths 
of the th1rty-4ive^foot mark or more 
than a foot higher than the most dis¬ 
astrous flood of 1884, when the rivers 
reached 33.3 feet. There Ib a legend In 
effect that in 1832 or seventy-five years 
ago, the rivers reached the thirty-five- 
foot mark, but this has not been proven 
to-day. and anyway there was not 
then one-hundredth part of the prop¬ 
erty here to damage as was found here 
to-day when the floods came In all their 
fury. 

TTte greater Pittsburg valley Is one 
vast seething mass of boiling muddy 
water, and the end Is not yet. The 
waters are still rising. To-day there 
were seven lives lost In the flood, at 
least this number have been reported. 
There are no telephones working, and 
there irUay bo thrice this many dead, 
but they will not be heaird of until to¬ 
morrow* art the earliest. Six were 
drowned yesterday, making a total of 

thirteen up to date.

Ten Millions Loss. 


To-night the people of the town are 
huddled together in cold and darkness. 
Fortunately the weather Is mild. Tji© 
food supply Is sufficient to last until 
the w a tors recede. 

Conditions almost similar to those 
of McKeesport exist In Allegheny. The 
entire lower portion of the city Is un¬ 
der water whJdh reaches almost to the 
top of the twenty-foot fence which sur¬ 
rounds the Pittsburg baseball club’s 
park. 

Mayor Kirschler. of Allegheny, Is 
personally superintending the relief of 
the poor families In the lower part of 
the city. A hundred skiffs are being 
used to take people out of their houses. 
The only way to get to Allegheny to¬ 
night Is by trains over the Pennsyl¬ 
vania railroad, which runs every five 
minutes, and to-night 50,000 AUeghen- 
lans fought like maniacs at the Union 
Depot to get home. 

In Pittsburg proper business Is prac¬ 
tically suspended. From Pennsylvania 
avenue to the Allegheny river, and 
from Seventh street to tho Point, all 
Is under water. This includes the Lin¬ 
coln, Colonial, Anderson, Annex and 
other large downtown hotels, tho Al¬ 
vin, Bolasco, Oayety and Bijou The¬ 
aters, tho Wabash depot and scores of 
big office buildings. 

Tho four theaters arranged this aft¬ 
ernoon to give performances this even¬ 
ing In spite of the fact that water is 
In the auditorium of every one of them. 
They had arranged to take the patrons 
to the doors of theators In boats, but 
the police ordered that the houses 
close, as they feared after getting 
audiences In them the people would be 
kept In the theaters all night.

famine Is Imminent; telephone service 
suspended, and all the lower streets of 
the city so deeply filled with water that 
row boats have been brought into gen¬ 
eral use. 

This morning the Allegheny and 
Manonguhela rivers began to rise at 
ttho rate of a foot an hour, and by noon 
business had pnactically come to a 
standstill. One by one mills and fac¬ 
tories were forced to shut down until 
by 3 o'clock this afternoon scarcely a 
wheel was turning In Lhe Pittsburg dis¬ 
trict. 

Officials of the Westlnghouse inter¬ 
ests say that their losses at East 
Pittsburg alone will be $1,000,000.

Cincinnati. March 1 4.~[Special.]—In 
nearly every town along the OhJo 
river and on tributary streams there 
Is great suffering to-night and the 
number of homeless are counted by the 
thousands. At ChlUIcothe the local 
militia has been called out to protect 
the property of the homeless resi¬ 
dents. That the river at this point 
would reach and perhaps pass the 65- 
foot stage reached in January, when 
oil records except that of February. 
1884, were exi^eoded. was the fear ex¬ 
pressed by Weather Forecaster Bos¬ 
sier this afternoon. The highest flood 
records at most points from Pittsburg 
down the river have been parsed and 
an immense volume of warter was being 
added to the flood by the tributaries 
so that to-might all Indications were 
for a most disastrous high stage of the 
river. 

Great and Little MiamJs from the 
north and the Kanawha, Big Sandy 
and Licking from the south have not 
only poured their surplus Inrto the 
Ohio, but they have laid waste the 
farms and villages along their banks. 
Breaks In the big oil and natural gas 
pipe lines were reported at a number 
of points between the Wert Virginia 
fields •* and the Ohio towns depending 
on them. Norwood, a Clnolnnatl sub¬ 
urb, entirely lo-st Its natural gas sup¬ 
ply. Marietta reported that not only 
was there cold and hunger because 
of lack of gas. but that in the break¬ 
ing of the pipe lines much damage 
was done. 

Portsmouth. O., was another severe 
sufferer from lack of gas. Business 
wits suspended at MarletOa and crip¬ 
pled or paralyzed at Parkersburg. 
Portsmouth, Ironton, Huntington, 
Gain polls and smaller cities and sev¬ 
eral reported flood records broken. 

Madison, Ind., which suffered se¬ 
verely In January, took early means to 
fight * the flood. Its location farther 
down the river being an advantage. 

In this city the river began to en¬ 
croach on the lower business sections 
during the dny and crept grad unity up 
Into the city os the hours paased. 

In Newport and Covington the suf¬ 
fering Is almost an great u* during the 
flod of Inst aJnuary. Residents of 
houses In the lowlands have been 
forcod to move.

President’s Attitude Said To 
Be Cause. 


Rumors That He Will Con¬ 
tinue Old Policy. 


CORTELYOU TO THE RESCUE. 


New York. March 14.—Under the ef¬ 
fect of 25 per cent, money and the gen¬ 
erally pessimistic sentiment developed 
as a result of the recent heavy decline, 
trading on the Stock Exchange to-day 
reached a stage of demoralization bor¬ 
dering on actual panic. The worst pe¬ 
riod of tho day was shortly before tho 
closing of the Stock Exchange session, 
although there was an extremely vio¬ 
lent falling off In prices between 12 and 
1 o’clock. New low records for the 
year, and In some instances for several 
years, were established In the active 
speculative issues under precipitate sell, 
ling, with the market apparently with¬ 
out buying orders other than those of 
the boars to cover their short contracts 
and realize their profits. 

The closing quotations showed ths 
following declines for the day In lead¬ 
ing shares: Amalgamated Copper, 
1734; American Smelting. 16*4; St. Paul, 
13A4; Consolidated Goa, 7; D. and H„ 
19^4; General Electric. 9\4; Great North¬ 
ern, 5H: Sault Ste Marie. 6?4; Missouri 
Pacific, 7M: National Lead, 12%; New 
York Central, 6; Norfolk and Western, 
7%; Northern Pacific, 8; PennsyTva/nia. 
6%; Reading. 20%; Southern Pacific, 
5%; Twin City, 6; Union Pacific, 20%; 
United States Steel, 3%, and Steel pre¬ 
ferred, 4.

Declines Lower Than Figures. 


In most instances, even these figures 
do not represent the extreme declines, 
aa Reading closed 2 points above the 
lowest, and Union Pacific 4% points 
above the lowest of the day. The total 
sales were 2,719.906. the largest total on 
any day In the recent trading. - 
" Tho announcement of Government ro¬ 
ller for the money situation was not re¬ 
ceived until after the close of the Stock 
Exchange. 

Other than this money and the gen¬ 
erally bearish feeling, there was noth¬ 
ing to account for the market's weak¬ 
ness, unless it was the nervousness of 
stock-market traders as to the attitude 
of the National Administration toward 
the railroad corporations. Just before 
th© midday break a rumor was cir¬ 
culated. and was given considerable 
credence, to the effect that a banker 
who had Just returned from Washing¬ 
ton had reported to hls friends that tho 
President had declared that hls views 
toward the railroads had not changed, 
and that he saw no reason to change 

them art this time. 

• • • 

Rumors of Change. 

For several days Wall street had die* 
en the view* that th© recent heavy de¬ 
clines In securities had not been with¬ 
out effect In Washington and that a 
modification of the attitude of the Pres¬ 
ident and the Interstate Commerce 
Commission toward the great trunk 
lines might be looked for. Great disap¬ 
pointment was expressed at the news 
credited to the banker quoted as au¬ 
thority for the statement that there 
would be no such change. The banker 
himself when approached on the sub¬ 
ject said he did not care to be quoted 
further than to say that he believed 
the Administration thoroughly under¬ 
stood the financial situation and as 
they applied to railroads and Industrial 
corporations. Rumors in circulation 
during the afternoon that Government 
relief might be looked for. official con¬ 
firmation of which were received after 
the close, were without effect on th© 
stock market trading. None of th© 
reports in circulation yesterday as to 
foreign financial difficulties received 
confirmation to-day and in fact th© 
London market showed advances for 
American securities. This fact, how¬ 
ever. was v ithout effect on the New 
York exchange except for a short time 
after the opening of trading. 

• • • 

Quiet At Opening. 


Business on the New York exchange 
started rather quietly, apparently In¬ 
fluenced by the bettor prices in Lon¬ 
don, but before 11 o'clock a heavy sell¬ 
ing movement was In progress and 
prices lost from one to four points. 
Union Pacific led th© early decline with 
a break of three and one-half points to 
142, and Amalgamated Copper followed 
with a drop of three and three-quarters 
to 95. United States Steel offered mors 
resistance than most of th© stocks, and 
after selling at 36 It rallied to above $7. 
helping to steady the balance of the 
list. As prices steadied there was a 
falling off tn business and the mar¬ 
ket remained relatively quiet until be¬ 
tween 12 and 1 o’clock when the bears 
centered their efforts on Union pacific, 
Reading and Copper. The whole list 
was affected by the rapid falling off In 
these shares and the scene on the Stock 
Exchange became one of wild confu¬ 
sion. There seemed to be absolutely no 
support to the market and trading be¬ 
came demoralized. Tills downward 
movement seemed to spend Its force In 
a short time, however, only to be suc¬ 
ceeded toward 1:30 o'clock by th© wild¬ 
est trading that has been known on th©

Reading Takes Tumble. 

Reading fell rapidly to below par, 
getting dewn as low as 96%, while 
Union Pacific went td 131.

•scenes came just before the close of 
the market. Brokers who had called 
on their customers and who had not 
received satisfactory response, threw 
over their stocks almost without regard 
for the prices they would bring, and it 
was in this slump that the extreme low 
prices were reached. Copper selling at 
80, Atchison at 82%, Baltimore and 
Ohio, 95; Canadian Pacific, 167; St.

After the most urgent 
selling had been accomplished there 
were sharp rallies in a number of 
shares, most of the leaders closing from 
one to three points above the lowest.

All Rumors Credited. 


Wall street was so excited during 
the worst period of the afternoon that 
almost any rumor In circulation re¬ 
ceived some belief. One report that 
had considerable effect on the market 
and on Union Pacific particularly, was 
than a serious break had occurred In 
the. friendly relations which have ex¬ 
isted between E. H. Harrimon and the 
hanking firm of Kuhn. Loeb & Co. 
According to tlh^se reports Mr. Harrl- 
man had been requested by the bank¬ 
ing firm to take up a large amount of 
securities which they are carrying for 
him. The story was almost instanltly 
denied, but notwithstanding the denial, 
continued to hove effect. Another rea¬ 
eon put forth for the heavy break In 
Union Pacific and Rending accompan¬ 
ied by the sharp falling off In Balti¬ 
more and Ohio was said to be that the 
Union Pacific was having difficulties 
In financing its purchases of Baltimore 
and Ohio. Atchison and other stocks. 
In order to finance these operations it 
was asserted that the road would be 
obliged to Issue short time notes and 
that the issuing of thos* notes would 
be affected by the fact that the recent 
declines in Baltimore and Ohio and 
Atchison show losses of many millions 
of dollars from the prices at which 
they were purchased by the Harriman 
interests, it was pointed out also that 
the decline In Reading shows n hrovy 
loss to Baltimore and Ohio, which holds 
about $30,000,000 of Reading stock. 

• • • 

No Failures During Day. 


After the close of the market con¬ 
siderable relief was expressed that 
there Had been no failures during the 
day and that of all the rumors in the 
street there seemed to be none affect¬ 
ing the solvency of any banking or 
brokerage house of any Importance. 
The banks reported that their demands 
tor further collateral from brokers had 
met with prompt responses, and that 
so far as they were concerned theLr 
position as to the stock market was 
satisfactory. A rem-arkabl* feature of 
the present decline tn Wall-street 
values Is that it was foreseen several 
mohtbs ago and that warning was 
given so that brokers generally had 
protected themselves by requiring their 
customers to deposit and maintain 
ample margins on their trades. In this 
respect the present situation differs 
widely from that of 1901 when the 
contest over the Northern Pacific 
brought about a panic at a time when 
bull speculation was rampant and 
when the public was carrying heavy 
Mnes of stock on comparatively slender 
margins. At that time brokers suffer¬ 
ed heavy losses through failure of their 
customers to respond to calls for funds. 
So far As is known no such state of 
affairs exists to-day. Some at the 
larger commission houses have report¬ 
ed for the last several weeks that their 
customers w*ere out of the market en¬ 
tirely. 

Secretary Oortelyou's announcement 
of Government relief was received with 
much satisfaction In financial circles. 
It being pointed out that It would aid 
the banks greatly In making the pay¬ 
ments due on the Pennsylvania rail¬ 
road note Issue and the Standard Oil 
dividend. 

r * • • 

Vague Fears Cause Drop. 

Victor Morawetz, chairman of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe Rail¬ 
road Company, had the following to 
Bay as to the causes of the present de¬ 
pression In financial circles: 

**I am satisfied that the present de¬ 
pression on the Stock Exchange Is 
caused almost entirely by sentiment 
and vague fears, most of which are 
unfounded. Speculators lor a decline 
have taken advantage of this condition 
of mind and have used every trick and 
artifice In order to depress values with 
the result that many weak or timid 
holders have been led to sell at a sac¬ 
rifice. Fears are entertained by many 
that railway stocks and bonds have 
©eased to be a safe Investment because 
of the hostile attitude of the public to 
the railroad companies and the dan¬ 
ger that Legislatures and commissions 
throughout the country will reduce rail, 
way rates and diminish net earnings. 
There Is also a fear that a severe 
stringency in the money market may 
be impending. I think these fears are 
greatly exaggerated. 

"The people of the United States arc 
not going to do Injustice to the railway 
companies In the long run or pursue a 
course of action which would surely 
JBWve ruinous to the people themselves. 
k Vnjust and unreasonable attacks by 
the sensational press and by politicians 
against the railway companies and 
against capital generally do not repre¬ 
sent the sober sense of the people and 
will not prevail. The public Investiga¬ 
tion and criticism of railway companies 
and trusts has been going on now for 
several years, and fair-minded men 
must admit that there were grounds 
for criticism and that a halt has been 
called to some business methods and 
tendencies which surely could have 
brought disaster In the end. It w’ould 
be astonishing indeed if no hasty or 
mistaken legislation had been passed; 


Allows Banks To Retain Government 
Deposits. 

Washington, March 14.—Secretary of 
the Treasury Cortelyou to-day made 
the following announcements: 

“The Secretary of the Treasury has 
tills day announced that any bank that 
increased its circulation under the 
terms of the department announcement 
of October 22, 1906, and was required 
thereby to retire the same during the 
months of March and August, may re¬ 
tain said additional circulation upon 
due notification to the Controller of 
the Currency of Its desire so to do, 
without change as to security for pub¬ 
lic deposits until further notice. But 
those banks desiring to retire their 
additional clrculathm obtained in this 
way will be required to withdraw the 
State, municipal and railroad bonds 
now lodged with the Treasurer of the 
United States as security for public 
deposits and substitute the bonds re¬ 
leased by reason of the retirement of 
their additional circulation. 

“The amendment to section 5153 of 
the Revised Statutes by the act ap¬ 
proved March 4. 1907, eliminated the 
words ‘except receipts from customs,' 
and the Secretary' of the Treasury Is 
now Instructing collectors of customs, 
at places where it Is found desirable, 
to deposit their receipts with national 
bank depositaries already established 
in the same cities as the custom¬ 
houses.

'The Secretary of the Treasury has 
also issued a circular announcing that 
he will redeem, with interest to July 
1, the date of their maturity, any regis¬ 
tered and coupon bonds of the 4 per 
cent, funded loan of 1907 to an amount 
not exceeding $25,000,000. The bonds 
may be presented at once for redemp¬ 
tion, and registered bonds should be 
duly assigned to the Secretary' of the 
Treasury. A copy of this circular will 
be mailed to each owner of registered 
bonds. The circular of February 11. 
1907, providing for the purchase of 
these bonds at 101% flat has been 
rescinded.”

Millions To Circulate. 


Under these announcements and that 
which was made yesterday, about $46,- 
000,000 will be allowed to remain in 
circulation that otherwise would have 
been called into the Treasury. Of this 
amount $30,000,000 represents public de¬ 
posits temporarily placed with the 
banks lust fall under agreement that 
they should bo returned to the Treas¬ 
ury subsequent to February 1, 1907. and 
$16,000,000 relates to additional circula¬ 
tion engaged for retirement. These 
amounts, together with the $25,000,000 
United States 4 per cent, bonds, which 
the Secretary to-day offered to rede?m, 
make a total of $71,000,000. either left 
with the banks or offered to be placed 
with them as a result of the redemp¬ 
tion of the 4 per cent, bonds. 

The first paragraph cf the above an¬ 
nouncement relates to the ilfcr made 
by Secretary Shaw last October to 
bring about some degree of elasticity 
In national bank note Issues. He per¬ 
mitted certain depositary banks that 
had not yet availed themselves of the 
full circulation privilege to substitute 
certain approved State, municipal and 
railroad bonds as security for public 
funds lodged with them, on condition 
that the United States bonds as re¬ 
leased be Immediately pledged as se¬ 
curity for additional circulation.

That portion of the Secretary's an¬ 
nouncement which relates to the re¬ 
demption of the 4(per cent, bonds of 
1907 at a price eqAal to the principal 
and interest to maturity is the meas¬ 
ure intended by the Secretary as the 
principal source of relief to the m may 
market. Under this announcement 
holders of the fours of 1907 will re¬ 
ceive Immediately upon presentation of 
the bonds to the Treasury Department 
the full face value and 2 per cent, ad¬ 
ditional, being the interest for one-half 
year, from January 1 to July 1, 1907. 
In many instances, however, holders of 
these bonds have availed themselves of 
the privilege which was glvr.n thorn by 
Secretary Shaw to antlcl’X.’.e th» in¬ 
terest due January 1 and \prll 1. 1907, 
bo that the interest item is likely ,o 
fall considerably short of the $300,009 
that might have been paid tinier this 
order had no Interest been anticipated. 

Under the previous offers of the 
Treasury to redeem these 4 per cent, 
bonds. some holders have be».c reluc* 
tant to part with them because of the 
expectation that the Government wMl 
open the refunding operations ut the 
time of their maturity. In view of the 
fact that there is now a icrg> surplus 
In the Treasury and mo-e than $140.- 
000,000 in the depository banks, it is 
apparent that the Govern men: could 
redeem these 4 per cent, bondi at ma¬ 
turity, If It so desired, by paying them 
off In cash and without the necessity 
of resorting to refunding at ail.

Following is the Secretary's circular 
regarding the redemption of 4 per oent.

“The circular of February 11. 1907. 
providing for the purchase of the 4 
per cent, bonds of the funded loan of 
1907 at 101% flat is hereby rescind¬ 
ed.” 


BOSTON MARKET SHAKY. 


Under this plan national banks tor>k 
out about $16.COO,000 additional circula¬ 
tion, which they agreed to retire at the 
authorized rate of $3,000,000 a month, 
beginning with March and ending with 
August, 1907. Upon such retirement 
these banks w'ere obliged to replace in 
their depository accounts the United 
States bonds which they had been per¬ 
mitted under the order to use against 
their circulation, with the Treasury, the 
State, municipal and railroad bonds 
which they had been allowed to deposit. 
Under the recent Aldrich act, however, 
the limit of retirement was raised from 
$3,000,000 to $9,000,000 per month, and 
presumably owing to the high prices of 
Government bonds In the market, en¬ 
gagements for the full retirement dur¬ 
ing March have been made, and $4.- 
500,000 have been engaged for retire¬ 
ment during April and smaller amounts 
for succeeding months. It Is believed 
at the Treasury that this plan will 
keep In circulation the full $16,000,000 
originally engaged for retirement, al¬ 
though the privilege has been given the 
banks to retire their circulation If they 
so desire.

Sharp Breaks In Prices of Copper 
Stocks. 

Boston. March 14.—Panicky condi¬ 
tions prevailed in the local market for 
copper stocks to-duy.

Thaw’s counsel, with /copies of the 
question in their hands, followed the 
reading closely.

The Hypothetical Question. 

The hypotehttcal question covers 
practically all of the evidence In the 
case. Throughout the question Thaw 
was referred to *s “H. K. T.” and Eye- 
lvn Nesbit as ”E. N.” The question 
covered the entire life of Thaw as it 
has been testified to by various wit¬ 
nesses. It told of Thaw’s various dis¬ 
eases as a child, of measles, mumps, 
whooping cough and St. Vitas dance. 
In 1901 Thaw' met Evelyn Nesbit. then 
a chorus girl. Soon after he sent her 
a $50 bill In a bouquet, which she re¬ 
turned to him. He saw her at yarloip 
times and finally In March, 1903, he 
sent the girl and her mother to 
Europe, w’here he joined them- In 
June, in Paris, he proposed marriage 
to her, but she refused him. Then the 
question went in much detail into the 
story Evelyn NesbR says she told 
Thaw that night. , 

Practically in her own words the 
question detailed her story of what 
happened in the Twenty-fourth street 
studio on the night on which she 
claimed Stanford White betrayed her. 
The effect of this story on Thaw’ was 
detailed at length., as w’as the trip 
which Thaw and Evelyn Nesblt, travel¬ 
ing as man and wife, made In Europe 
in October when Miss Nesblt returned 
to America where she again met Stan¬ 
ford White. It was then she was told 
the stories of acts of which it was 
claimed Thaw had been guilty. Then 
came several meetings between the two 
and the final reconciliation. The story 
of the subsequent relations of the two 
was then gone into Including the sec¬ 
ond European trip, the marriage and 
other events leading up to the night or 
June 25 when Thaw shot White Sev¬ 
eral thousand words were required to 
give the substance of James Clinch 
Smith's testimony regarding Thaw-'s 
actions on the roof garden before the 
shooting, this being the testimony on 
which the District Attorney relies to 
show’ that Thaw was not Insane when 
he did the shooting.

Court of Appeals Reverses Judgment 
of Fleming Circuit Court. 


Frankfort, Ky., March 14.—[Spe 
ctaJ.]—The Appellate Court to-day re¬ 
versed Judgment of the Fleming Cir¬ 
cuit Court in a case of the Common- 
wealth for use of City of Flemings- 
burg against Millard Merz. and re 
manded the case for further proceed¬ 
ings and the upholding of an ordinance 
of this fifth class city licensing ped 
dlers. The W’hole court considered the 
case on appeal, and Judge Settle de¬ 
livered the opinion. The appellee was 
arrested, charged with peddling with¬ 
out license by taking up temporary 
residence In the city. He was tried 
In the Police Court, convicted, and a 
fine of $50 entered. The Circuit Court 
dismissed the warrant, and the city 
appealed. The court here sustained the 
city in Its* ordinance.

EVANSVILLE WANTS 

VISIT FROM WASP. 


Evansville, Ind.. March 14.—[Special ] 
—Efforts are being mode to bring (he 
United States gunboat Wasp here from 
Paducah. Ky., and a telegram has been 
sent to United States Senator James 
A. Hemenway at Washington, D. C., 
asking him to use his Influence with 
the War Department to have the boat 
sent here. There is sufficient stage In 
the Ohio river at this time to enable 
the Wusp to get here and remain sev¬ 
eral days before her return. If the 
boat Is brought here it Is understood 
further efforts will be made to have 
her sent on to Louisville.

broken. One rock crashed through the 
window, and barely missed the head of 
the little brother of the groceryman, 
and considerable damage was done. 

Mounted Policeman John Port man, 
who was one of the first men at the 
Fourteenth and Chestnut-streets riot, 
said that he had never seen anything 
to equal the action of the mob. He 
said: 

“Not ten minutes before the trouble 
started we had driven everybody from 
the corner, and thought that there 
would be no more danger at that point. 
As soon as the cars were seen ap¬ 
proaching the people began gathering 
again, and before we couid get back 
to the corner there. 1 was plenty doing. 
Rocks rained down on those cars, and 
every window was broken before the 
cans were stopped. I saw' the motor- 
nmit leave the first car, and there w'ere 
a dn»en gra/bbed for him. I did not 
expect to see him again. Strike-break¬ 
ers from <tibe cars rushed out ami were 
pounced upon by the mob. We fired 
several shots, but ail of them over the 
heads of the mob, and that didn't do 
any good.

Thinks It Was Intended For Him. 


SERVICE ONLY SLIGHTLY IMPROVED 


Serious defection on the part of 
members of the police force, the swear¬ 
ing lit of twenty-three loyal members 
of the company, greater violence than 
on any previous day, and little. If any, 
better service on the part of Die rail¬ 
way ©orrvpaniy marked the fifth and 
last day of the strike of the employes of 
the Louisville Railway Company. The 
assembling of violent mobs was con¬ 
fined to the up-town and J down-town 
parts Af the city, except that crowds 
several times attacked such Second- 
street cars are as were put In opera¬ 
tion. 

What was generally considered as the 
gravest aspect of the strike* yesterday 
was the refusal of Capt. Tom Riley, 
of the First police district, stationed 
at the barn at Highland and Baxter 
avenues,. find eight of the patrolmen 
under him, to obey the express com¬ 
mands of Col. Sebastian Gunther, chief 
of the police force. Capt. Riley's re¬ 
fusal anrl that of his men, which was 
explained by them on the grounds that 
they could not countenance the protec¬ 
tion of “armed thugs" brought into 
Louisville from other cities, resulted 
in the immediate suspension of all of 
them, and will be followed by their 
appearance before the Board of Pub¬ 
lic Safety to-day to answer to charges 
of insubordination and neglect of duty. 
Two other patrolmen, charged with 
cowardice In that they sought their 
own safety by crouching down in the 
aisle of a car when It was attacked 
by a mob. also will be given a hearing 
to-day. 

Officer’s Injuries May Be Fatal. 

The violence yesterday was charact¬ 
erized by what may prove to be the 
fatal injury of Corporal Louis Whit- 
t roan, wh<TW&I struck. ta the head by a 
^Vtone and 1 his skull- fractured. Tills as¬ 
sault occurred yesterday morning at 
an attack on two cars at Fourteenth 
and Chestnut streets, which is rega - 
ed as the most vlciolis and determine 
attack made by the strikers and those 
allied with them during the whole 
course of the strike. Loter in the day 
Napoleon Smith, a conductor on the 
Shelby-street and Portland-avenue line, 
was arrested charged with assaulting 
Corporal Whitman with intent to kill. 
Smith maintains bis Innocence and as¬ 
serts that he will be able to prove that 
he was far away from the scene of the 
trouble at the time the officer was in¬ 
jured. Nicholas Nagle, of St. Louis, a 
strike-breaker, was hurt so that he had 

to be taken to the hospital. 

• • • 

Dragged From Car end Assaulted. 

Uptown Charles Tyler, a loyal motor- 
man the company, was dragged from 
his car at Underhill street and Baxter 
avenue by , members of a mob and his 
nose fiattetfed by a brick. Utter a war¬ 
rant was Issued for the arrest of Percy 
Palmer, a laborer. who Is charged with 
the assault- At the same place Hugh 
Stokes, a passenger, was cut on the 
hand by flying glass. 

For the greater part of the day 
crowds surged back and forth afong 
Fourteenth street from Chestnut street 
to Market. This ottered them the best 
opportunity' for interference with airs 
because trains passing along the Penn¬ 
sylvania tracks on this street often 
made it necessary for the cars to wait 
for several minutes at a time and gave 
the best possible opportunity for the 
discharge of all kinds of missiles. Time 
and time^pgain the police were sum¬ 
moned to the Intersections of Four¬ 
teenth street to disperse crowds. They 
soon formed again, however, In spite of 
all the police could do. It was pointed 
out that the parts of the city outside 
the business district were more liked 
by the mobs because of the ease with 
which they could arm themselves with 
stones and brickbats. In some cases. 
U was said, brick sidewalks aufTred ex¬ 
tensively. 

Uptown.’mobs troubled the cars of 
the East Broadw'ay and Wes-t Jefferson 
street llnot'he most. In addition to the 
riot call Rom Underhll lstreet and 
Broadway, another w*as sent In from 
Shelby street and Broadway. At Camp¬ 
bell and Jefferson streets an attack was 
made on a Crescent Hill car, with the 
result that the car w’aa much disfig¬ 
ured and “,the passengers thoroughly 
frightened. At Second and Breckin¬ 
ridge streets yesterdlay morning one 
woman was Injured in a panic that fol¬ 
lowed an attack made on one of the 

cars. \

Employes Made Private PoMce. 


case the strike should have been pro¬ 
longed, twenty-'three men, loyal em¬ 
ployes of the company, were sworn In 
by the Board"Of Public Safety as pri¬ 
vate policemen, and this morning would 
have been assigned to guard duty at 
the various car barns of the company. 

The air, generally, yesterday *w’as 
elenrer than on any of the preceding 
days of the strike. It seemed that the 
pending negotiations looking toward a 
settlement had a tendency to quiet all 
but the less responsible members of 
the union and their adherents. ePople 
became much more confident and 
those cars that were put In operation 
were patrondzed much more freely than 
on former occasions. Especially the 
cars on Fourth avenue usually had the 
average week-day load of “fares.” 
Often, however, women passengers on 
returning to their homes related how’ 
windows at the side of them had been 
smashed and their laps filled with 
broken pieces of glass. 

FRENZIED MOB' 

ATTACKS A CAR 


POLICE CORPORAL HAS SKULL 
FRACTURED AND MOTOR- 
MAN IS INJURED. 


In a frenzy of mad zeal a mob of 
nearly a thousand attacked a c/ir at 
Fourteenth and Chestnut streets yes-* 
terday morning Corporal L. H. Whit¬ 
man, of the police department, was hit 
on thfb head with a stone and hfs skull 
was fractured, and Nicholas Nagle, 
the* motorman. received a scalp w»ound. 
The cars were damaged and windows 
In surroOndln^ houses w’ere broken. 
The mounted ^police fired a volley of 
shotH over the heads of the mob. but 
this only added to their frenzy and 
hastened the attack. 

The riot started shortly before 11 
o'clock and continued for over half an 
hour. Three Chestnut street cars were 
compelled to stop because the guards 
at the Fourteenth street crossing of 
the Pennsylvania lines were dow’n. A 
crowd w’hich had been gathering all 
morning and w'hich had previously at¬ 
tacked passing cars surrounded the 
three cars and the window’s in each 
one were entirely destroyed. Stones, 
bricks and other missiles filled the air 
and the police In charge were alto¬ 
gether unable to beat back the mnb 

Riot calls brought squads 1 of police 
from Central Station, the Seventh and 
the Fourth districts, and not until 
some minutes after the arrival of these 
police was the mob checked. Early 
In the riot Corporal Whitman and 
Nicholas Nagel were injured. Other 
persons were hit with the flying mis¬ 
siles and many windows In the cor¬ 
ner stores were broken. 

• • • 

Charged With the* Assault. 


“I think that the rock which Mt 
Carp. WhifctTnaji was intended tor me,." 
added Policeman Portman. “I saw It 
coming and ducked Just in time. It 
struck Whitman In a bad place, and I 
know if It had struck a little farther 
back that it would have killed him then 
and there." 

Even after the mob was dispersed 
crowds swarmed around the corner 
time and again and were as often 
driven away by the police. Part of 
the crowd wandered to Eleventh and 
Chestnut streets and a riot call w’as 
sounded from that corner early in the 
afternoon. It was there that Napoleon 
Smith, w'ho Is said to have been the 
assailant of Corporal Whitman, was 
arrested. Throughout the afternoon 
straggling crowds wandered between 
Chestnut and Jefferson streets on 
Fourteenth street, but there was seem¬ 
ingly little satisfaction tor them w’hen 
there w'ere no more riots. A negro 
woman m overheard saying: 

“There ain’t been nothin' doin’ this 
afternoon. There w’ns a couple express 
cars pass, but 'they w’as filled with 
coppers and there wan't no fight in 
’em. There ain’t nothin’ doin’ like 
there was this noon.”

Passengers Beoome Bolder. 


Passengers along the Fourth avenue 
line were bolder than at any time since 
the strike and practically every car 
carried large crowds of women shop¬ 
pers. The crowds along Fourth avenue 
were more dense between Chestnut and 
Market streets than any other section 
of the thoroughfare, and reports in 
circulation that the workmen on the 
buildings being erected at the comer 
of Fourth avenue and Chestnut street 
and Fourth avenue and Walnut street 
were throwing bricks from the tops 
of the buildings through the car win¬ 
dows caused many of the women to 
leave the cars at Chestnut street and 
walk the remainder of their journey. 
While crowds of women were waiting 
for cars along Fourth avenue during 
yesterday afternoon several attempts 
were made by strike sympathizers to 
get them to walk and not ride on cars 
manned by “scabs," but many of the 
women said they had been walking 
long enough and proposed to take ad¬ 
vantage of the opporturilty to fide as 
long as the cars remained In operation. 

Although only nine cars were sent out 
from the Fourth avenue barn yester¬ 
day Superintendent H. L. Gilman said 
he had enough strike breakers on hand 
to run fifty cars, but feared to send 
them out without the proper police 
protection. It required three policemen, 
to every car. and as It is necessary 
to keep a number of the squad sta¬ 
tioned at the bams and on patrol duty 
along the line it was impossible to 
send out a greater number of cars. 
Mounted officers patrolled Second street 
and Fourth avenue all during the day 
to protect citizens who braved the dan¬ 
ger of riding on the cars. Superin¬ 
tendent Gilman said yesterday that 
every officer stationed at the Fourth 
avenue bams under Capt. Jacobs was 
doing his duty and acting strictly ac¬ 
cording to the orders issued every 

morning by their superior officer.

No Strike-Breaker Desertions. 


Napoleon Smith, of Twenty-eighth 
and Bonk streets, has been arrested 
charged with malicious assault with 
Intent to kill, and it is maintained by 
the arresting ofTIcer that Smith has 
been Identified by a woman who fur¬ 
nished Information Which led to the 
arrest and who stated that she saw 
Smith throw the stone that struck 
Corporal Whitman. Smith was ar¬ 
rested at Eleventh and Chestnut 
streets by Capt. Samuel Owens, of the 
Seventh police district, and was at 
first charged with drunk and disorderly 
conduct. Later the charge was amend¬ 
ed to malicious assault with Intent to 
kill. Corporal Whitman does not know 
who his assailant was and said yester¬ 
day aftenvon that he did not see the 
stone thrown. 

v In a vain attempt to prevent the 
mob from approaching the three cars 
four mounted police who were first on 
the scene fired Several shots from their 
revolvers over the heads of the mob. 
The reports of the pistols seemed only 
to enrage the mob the more and short¬ 
ly afterward the extra squads of police 
arrived and assisted in quelling the 
disturbance.

Car Hits Wagon. 


Corporal Whitman is at hLs home, 
1821 Magazine street. Dr. Robert E. 
Gatz. the attending physician, stated 
lost night that Corporal Whitman 
should, with the proper care, recover 
within three weeks. The doctor said 
that In addition to the fracture there 
was a slight pressure on the brain. 
The Injury, together with the shock, 
has left Corporal Whitman In a very 
weak condition, he said. 

Ntchcias Nagel, a strike-breaker 
from St. Louis, and who wais motor- 
man on the car, is at the University 
Hospital with-a severe sca'l p wound and 
numerous bruises about the face and 
head. His physician. Dr. J. T. Rich¬ 
ter, said yesterday afternoon that none 
of his injuries was of a serious rature. 
• • • 

Smith a Conductor. 

Napoleon Smith, who is under arrest 
charged with maliciously assaulting 
Corporal Louis Whitman with Intent to 
kill. Is a conductor and went out on 
the strike Sunday morning with the 
rest of the Louisville Railway Com¬ 
pany's employes* Smith's bond was 
fixed at $2,000, which he was unable to 
procure last night. He has been in the 
employ of the Street Railway Company 
for nine years. At the Jefferson county 
Jail last night Smith Mid: 

“I was not at Fourteenth and Jef¬ 
ferson streets at the time Corporal 
Whitman was hurt and I knew nothing 
whatever of the affair. I have been a 
conductor on the Portland-avenue and 
Sholby-street line for nJne years and 
have never had any trouble before. Ev¬ 
erybody that rides on that line and 
lives downtown knows me. I Joined 
the union and struck with the rest of 
the men.

Says He Wasn’t Speaking. 

“At the time Capt. Owens arreated me 
I was Just getting up on a wagon to 
tell the boys that we w’ere going over 
to Jefferson street.. I w-as not making 
a speech. A lot of us were there to¬ 
gether. but there was no riot." 

Besides being charged with malicious 
assault with intern to kill a charge of 
Inciting a riot Is placed against Smith. 

Last night many of Smith's fellow- 
workmen called at the Jail to see him 
and expressed much surprise at the se¬ 
riousness of the charge held against 
him. Several of the men said that at 
the time of the riot at Fourteenth and 
Chestnut streets Smith was at Second 
and Jefferson streets and that he had 
had nothing to do with any of the mobs 
that attacked street cars in various 
parts of the cJty. 


Before coming to a stand one of the 
three cars struck a heavy wagon of 
the American Tobacco Company and 
upset it, throwing the wagon, team 
and driver to the curbing. The car 
left th' track and was not moved for 
some time. Boulders and other ob¬ 
stacles were placed across the rails 
further to prevent traffic from being 
resumed along the Chestnut-street 
lines. 

After bring struck. Corp. Whitman 
wus taken Into the grocery store of C. 
S'tammiel. at Fourteenth and Chestnut 
streets, and it was there that a physi¬ 
cian was called. Corp. Whitman had 
only got inside the door cf the store 
when he TH'Oriy fainted, and for more 
than an hour he was In a ha!to or.- 
scious condition. He could i 11 no.hl g 
about the attack of the mob. an 1 did 
not know how he had been Injured.

UTTLE SERIOUS DISTURBANCE— 
PASSENGERS BECOME MUCH 
BOLDER 


Supt. Gilman entered an emphatic 
denial to the report that there was a 
case of smallpox at the FVmrth-avenue 
barns and that the strike-breakers on 
duty were forsaking their post for 
fear of catching the disease. He said 
that 'there was not a case of sickness 
at the bam end that there had not 
been a deserter among the strike¬ 
breakers for the past two days. Supt. 
Oilman said everything possible w*as 
being done for the comfort of the men 
who crime to Louisville to assist In 
breaking the strike and he said further 
that every man sent to the Fourth- 
avenue bams would be well taken care 
of. A commissary department has 
beeti installed by Supt. Gilman and 
three long tables erected on which to 
feed the men. Two big ranges are In 
operation day and night to supply the 
wants of the workmen as they return 
to the barns from their trips to the 
city and everything about the kitchen 
Is kept in a clean condition at all times. 

Supt. Gilman raid he had enough 
men to operate half of the cars which 
fun from the Fourth-avenue barns, but 
could not get enough policemen to go 
out with the cars and for that reason 
was able to send out only a small num¬ 
ber. He said he had thirty men from 
the Toledo street railway with uni¬ 
forms, all of whom had secured a 
leave of absence for the purpose of 
coming to Louisville to participate in 
the strike. He said that fully 300 
strike-breakers were now in the city 
and that it would be an easy matter 
to get as many more by the last of the 
week If the strike were not settled. 
The Acme Secret Service Association, 
of Cincinnati. Is securing the men 
and sending them to Louisville as 
speedily as they are called on by the 
officials of the railway company. 

The cars running on the Second- 
street line were not so fortunate as 
those on the Fourth-avenue line, as 
several attempts were made to demol¬ 
ish cars and several passengers were 
slightly injured In the confusion of 
alighting from the cars when the bom¬ 
bardments occurred. The most serious 
outbreak of the day occurred ait Sec¬ 
ond and Breckinridge streets shortly 
before 10 o’clock when a crowd of men 
and boys numbering between 200 and 
300 attacked a north-bound car. Sev¬ 
eral passengers w’ere on the car. Includ¬ 
ing three women, but their presence 
did not seem to deter the Infuriated 
mob from carrying out Its determina¬ 
tion to wreck the car. 

Before the car had been stopped the 
three women attempted to alight and 
Mrs. J. H. Scales, of 1435 Second 
street, received a sprained ankle. She 
was removed to heT home where her 
Injuries were dressed. The other two 
women passengers w*ere only slightly 
shaken up and hurried away from the 
scene of trouble without disclosing 
their identity. Madison Caweln was 
among the passengers on this car. The 
police in charge of the car were un¬ 
able to quell the rioters and it was 
necessary to send In a hurry call, which 
was responded to by the mounted 
patrolmen from the Fourth-avenue 
bam. The crowd was finally dispersed 
after every window had been brokw 
and the car otherwise badly damaged. 
The car was sent to the bam and no 
arrests were made. 

MOB ORDERS PASSEN- 
GERS OFF CAR 


Nine cars were operated from the 
Fourth avenue boms yesterday, six on 
the Fourth avenue line and three on 

the Second street line, but no effort 

was made to run any of the cars on 
the Sixth street line. The first car

As fast as these obstacles were re¬ 
moved by the motormen and conduct¬ 
ors and thrown in the gutter they were 
replaced on the tracks to await the 
coming of the next car. This fact wa<* 
reported to Capt. Jacobs, In charge of 
the police squad at the Fourth avenue 
barns, and ho Instructed the men in 
charge of the various cars to see that 
all recks and other obstructions were 
placed aboard the cars and brought to 
the bams, and every car returning to 
the barn after the issuing of the order

Patrolmen Hide In Car, 


It u*aa reported to the Board of Pub¬ 
lic Safety that the two policemen on 
the car did nothing to protect the pa*- 
w?ngers. When the mob bombarded 
the car with etones and bricks, the two 
patrolmen. It was said, rushed into th*-» 
car and stooped down to escape them. 
The passenger who reported the inci¬ 
dent said that he naked the policemen 
why they didn’t do something to stop 
the mob’s assault, and they replied 
that their only instructions were to re¬ 
main on the car. 

The car in question left the barn at 
9:15 o'clock. When it approached 
Broadway rocks and stones began to 
fall upon the top of the car. indicating 
that they had been thrown by persons 
In the second stories or on the roofs of 
the houses. At Underhill street and 
Broadway a mob numbering a thousand 
men and boys surrounded and held up 
the car. It was being run by strike¬ 
breakers. and In the Inside were fifteen 
strike- breakers, a man passenger, a 
woman passenger and her two children.

Mob Members Board Car. 


Violent outbreaks on tbe East Broad¬ 
way and West Jefferson-street line, be¬ 
tween the car barn, at Highland and 
Baxter avenues, and Shelby street and 
Broadway, yesterday morning, resulted 
in two persons being injured, two cars 
being returned to the cur barn In a 
wrecked condition, and in the police be¬ 
ing kept busy answering riot calls. 
The rrost serious clash occurred at Un¬ 
derhill street and Broadway, at 10 
o’clock. diaries Tyler, a motorman, 
was beaten and had hla nose broken 
by strike adherents, ar.d Hugh Stokes, 
of 2513 Bajcter avenue, had his hand 
cut by flying glass. No other persons 
were badly hurt, though almost every¬ 
one on the car was struck by stones and 
bricks, and every window In the car 
was smashed. 

Yesterday afternoon J. E. Babbitt, of 
1165 Underhill street, who witnessed the 
affair, swore out a warrant for the ar¬ 
rest of Percy Palmer, a laborer, charg¬ 
ing him with maliciously assaulting 
Uharies Tyler. Babbitt said that he 
saw Palmer take a brick and strike 
Tyler In the face with It. He said that 
there were several other men. at locking j 
Tyler ut the time, but that Palmer di-1 


The passengers w’ere Hugh Stokes, 
Mrs. Carrie Rose and her two children, 
of 2513 Baxter avenue. The strike ad¬ 
herents boarded the cor in spite of the 
fact that it was manned by tour po¬ 
licemen. and ordered the passengers to 
get off. The latter refused and. with¬ 
out further ado. the strike sympathiz¬ 
ers began to bombard the car. A riot 
call w’as sent In for a squad of police¬ 
men, but by the time they arrived the 
car hail been battered so badly that 
It was hardly recognizable. 

Nearly everybody on the car w-as 
struck at different times, with the ex¬ 
ception of Mrs. Rose's children. The 
excitement was high. Eitch moment 
that passed attracted a larger crowd, 
and it was not long before everybody 
was screaming.' hooting and Jeering, 
were they strike sympathizers or not. 
The policemen who manned the car 
seemed powerless. The strikers and 
their adherents ran rough-shod over 
them and dragged Tyler, a motorman. 
who was riding on the car. from the 
car and began to beat him until he was 
a mass of bruises. 

One of the crowd, said to have been 
Percy Puirner. a laborer, struck him 
in the face with a- brick and broke his 
nose. He was removed to his home at 
Baxter and Morton avenues, where he 
received medical attention. Mr. Stokes’ 
hand W 33 cut so badly by flying glass 
that he was forced to have the Injury 
attended. All the oth*>r occupants of 
the car escaped with only a flight 
bruise or two inflicted by flying stones. 

When the squad of policemen from 
the First and Fifth police districts ar¬ 
rived they through quick action man¬ 
aged to disperse the crowd. The car 
continued down the line until It reached 
the terminals on Jefferson street, be¬ 
tween Third and Fourth avenues, when

Half an hour later another car was

held up by a raging mob at Shelby 
street and Broadway. The car had 
been delayed at Broadway and the rail¬ 
road crossing by a passing train and In 
the meantime a large crowd had gath¬ 
ered at the corner of Shelby street. 
When the car approached the crowd 
spread across the street and blocked 
the passage of the car. There were no 
passengers on this car and so, without 
attempting to board it. the members of 
the mob began to throw’ bricks and 
stones until the car was in a battered 
condition. Fortunately nobody was in¬ 
jured during this encounter and when 
the police arrived In response to a riot 
call the crow’d was dispersed quickly. 

It continued its way down the line 
and met with no difficulties until It ar¬ 
rived on Jefferson street, between 
Third and Fourth avenues, w hen a man. 
alleged to be Lash Brooks, obstructed 
the car by throwing heavy stones 
across the track. Patrolmen Holden 
and Mlddlecamp placed the man under 
arrest and lodged him in jail on a 
charge of obstructing a railroad. 

In the afternoon the cars along this 
line met with but few’ difficulties. One 
car at Fourteenth and Jefferson streets 
was obstructed by strike sympathizers, 
who placed stones and other obstacles 
across the tracks! In making the trip 
downtown the policemen on board the 
car alighted and removed the rubbish, 
but when they returned they found that 
the rubbish had been placed back on 
the track. The calm conditions yes¬ 
terday afternoon are believed to be 
due to the fact that Capt. Jacobs, who 
had charge of the car barn at Baxter 
and Highland avenues yesterday, ow¬ 
ing to the vacancy Jeft by Capt. Riley, 
stationed men all along the line, In ad¬ 
dition to manning each car with four 
patrolmen.

In addition to 
this broken barrels oni boxes were sms- 
pepdod from the overhead wires, mik¬ 
ing it Impossible for cars to pass with¬ 
out ''Jumping" the trolley.

Twenty-three of the old employes of 
the Louisville Railway Company who 
refused to join the strikers yesterday 
afternoon were sworn in as private 
policemen In the office of the Board 
of Public Safety at the City Hall. The 
man !a«*t night were placed on duty 
at the different car barns throughout 
the city, in most instances two men to 
a barn. Bach man was required to 
furnlkh bond, signed in eaoh Instance 
by two reputable citizens w'ho own 
property. Because of this requirement 
Fume little delay w'os occasioned before 
the vvork of swearing In the men was 
finally accomplished. The Board of 
Public Safety refused to accept the 
Louisville Railway Company’ as surety 
on the bonds. 

When the twenty-three loyal street¬ 
car men filed into the City Hall yester¬ 
day afternoon, and went to the office 
of the Board of Public Safety, they 
were of the opinion that they could 
be .worn in as private policemen and 
cntlnue to operate cars, making ar¬ 
rests wtherever they thought necessary 
within the city limits. They w’ere soon 
Informed, however, that a private 
policeman had no right to make an 
arrest except at the particular place 
ifnd locality to which he might be ap¬ 
pointed. His right does not extend to 
any point within the city limits, hence 
the motorman or conductor aboard a 
street car would be of little use as a 
private police.

Powers Somewhat Limited.

armed by that company." 

Up to late last night Mr. Young had 
failed to receive a reply to his tele¬ 
gram. It developed that the Governor 
was In Lawrence burg yesterday and 
had consequently failed to receive the 
tolegriun. which had been wired to 
Frankfort. 

"We acted in the best of faith in 
sending that telegram." erald Mr. Young 
yesterday afternoon. "We believe that 
the lives of the strikers are endangered 
by the presence of the strike-breakers, 
the majority of whom are armed."

There were some who thought the 
proposition did not provide for sufficient 
recognition of the union, but when it 
was explained that nearly every de¬ 
mand made by the strikers had been 
grunted, and that the company was 
willing to reinstate any street car man 
who had been discharged because he 
was a member of the union. It was 
agreed that such a concession on the 
part of the company was practically a 
recognition of the union, and that the 
terms of settlement offered were all 
that fair-minded men could expect. 
There was not a dissenting voice when 
H came to a vote on accepting the 
proposition, and when the seoretory an¬ 
nounced the result the wulh* of Ger¬ 
mania Hall were made to ring with the 
shouts of applause Indulged in by the 
strikers.

About 900 Present. 


ing to make some concession calculated 
to bring about peace. This Is the first 
trouble of the kind that the Louisville 
Railway Company has ever experienced 
and I am proud of the fact that no one 
was seriously injured by the men wo 
employed to operate our cars during 
the strike. Not a shot was fired by tho 
men we put on our cars to operate cars

Commons Interprets Agreement. 

Ben Commons, tho New Orleans mo.

"I feel that the street-car men have 
won a decided 1 victory. We have gained 
practically everything with the excep¬ 
tion of a closed shop. The company 
has agreed to receive committees from 
our organization whenever we feel that 
we have a grievance, but we are to 
have no voice In the selection, of men 
to work for tho company. All nun 
who may have been discharged by the 
company because they affiliated with 
the union are to be taken back. The 
men are to receive more money; they 
are to be allowed 1 mqpt* timp for dinner 
and the union Is to have a voice In the 
discharge of men. 

"I think that much good will cotrte of 
the experience just passed through. It 
will result in a better understanding 
between tho men and the company. 
Heretofore, tho men have never been 
considered for a minute, but now things 
will be different. The men who went 
on strike, with possibly one or two ex¬ 
ceptions, conducted themselves in a 
quiet, orderly manner, and won the re¬ 
spect of the public at large. The in¬ 
crease In wage* to be received by the 
men means much to them. It will re¬ 
sult in about $10 a month to some of 
the men, and that will help pay house 
rent." 

Mr. Common* said he would remain 
In Louisville five or six days longer un. 
til all details of ‘the strike are settled, 
when he will return to his car in New 
Orleans.

The vet¬ 
eran motorman was beaming with 
pleason*©. and he said he was more than 
pleased with the manner in which the 
strike had been concluded. After fthak 
lug hands with Mr. McDowell. Mr. Wil¬ 
son stepped to a telephone and over 
the wire placed himself in communica¬ 
tion with T. J.'Mlnary. president of 
the Louisville Railway Company. The 
conversation was carried on in a low 
tone of voice, bu<t Mr. Wilson explained 
later that he had informed Mr. Mlnary 
that the strikers had agreed to the 
proposition, and were ready to return 
to work to-day. He a«k<-d when the 
men should report for duty, and was 
told that the company desired U> re¬ 
sume operations on schedule time to¬ 
day.

Cars To Run To-day. 


"Cars will begin cunning at the usual 
time to-morrow morning, at about 5 
o'clock," said J. t T. Funk, superintend¬ 
ent of the Louisville Railway Com¬ 
pany. "We will follow our regular 
schedule, but due to the fact that many 
of our men became scattered during 
the strike, many of them having gone 
to their homes in order to keep out of 
Double, we may not be able to give* as 
good sendee to-morrow as we might. 
The day following, however, all our old 
men will be at work, and the service 
will be a* perfect as it has been here¬ 
tofore." 

When asked whether he was satisfied 
with the terms of the settlement, Mr. 
Funk replied that every man who has 
the gooA of the city at heart should be 
glad that an agreement had been 
reached that will restore order and re¬ 
lieve the city of conditions that have 
been existing.

MANNER OF VOTING 


Bone of Contention In Mine Workers* 
Convention. 

Owensboro. Ky., March 14.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]-—'The third day’s session of the 
United Mine Workers 6t the Western 
Kentucky district was devoted to ar¬ 
guments. It was gfMierally understood 
that the principal fight of the conven¬ 
tion would be over the manner of bal¬ 
loting for officers. One faction In the 
convention favored a cqmplete change 
In the constitution, doing away with the 
popular vote and putting the matter 
entirely In the hands of the delegates 
sent to the convention. Another fac¬ 
tion favored leaving the matter as It 
is and letting the constitution stand, 
while another faction wishes to have 
the constitution changed to a majority 
vote Instead of a legalized plurality. 
The matter whs being bitterly con¬ 
tested when adjournment was taken 
until to-morrow mom Ing. Congress¬ 
man Stanley addressed an open meet¬ 
ing of the miners and local labor unions 
at the courthouse to-night. 

Railroad Works Coup. 

Paducah, Ky., March 14.—[Special.]— 
By a clever coup Superintendent \V. J. 
Hills, of the N., C.. 3. and St. L., to¬ 
day secured exclusive entry to the new 
glass plant in Mechardcshurg and a 
number of other factories near It. ami 
prevented tho Illinois Central complet¬ 
ing its project for a belt line around 
the city and Mechanlcsburg. Superin¬ 
tendent Hills purchased a tract «»n Is¬ 
land creek, which divides Mechanics- 
burg from the remainder of the city 
and will construct a long trestle. 


Chicago, Maryh 14.—Six weeks be 
fore ho died John Alexander Bowie, 
founder of Zion City and first apoBtle 
of the Christian Catholic Church, pro 
pared his own funeral sermon. Be 
cause of the character of the sermon 
however, It was decided not to permit 
It to be read at Dowie's funeral to-duy 
lest It should bring greater dissension 
In Zion City. This little city on the 
north shore of Lake Michigan,, Is now 
tom to pieces bv religious factions and 
an effort is to - do mado to bring tho 
warring* interests together once more 
in unity, and instead of Dr. Dowle de 
llvering a message from the grave to 
his former followers, Judge Barnes, a 
life time friend and overseer of the 
church, preached a simple sermon In 
which he extolled the good qualities of 
the dead man. 

Although the sermon prepared by 
Dowle before his death was not used 
In the funeral rites, still it was given 
out for publication. This sermon 
makes It plainly evident that Dowle 
did not forgive his enemies before ho 
died, as ho lashes those who ousted 
him from control as "dogs of hell.' 
Dowle concluded his posthumous ser¬ 
mon in the foliowring manner; 

"I shall return, and with ruthless 
hand shall I exterminate the vipers and 
the dogs of hell that now hold tho high 
places in tho city of Zion. They 
dreamed, and in the grossness of their 
dreams they thought they had pre¬ 
vailed over the first apostle. And now, 
priests and elders of Zion, I shall re¬ 
turn to strike yo down. 1 shall return 
in another form, brighter and more 
beautiful and ten thousand times more 
terrible to cut ye off in the midst of 
your sins, and to win back Zion for the 
truth and them that held to the word 
and did no evil." 

There was a small-sized panic dur¬ 
ing tho funeral ceremonies because of 
the announcement that another of 
Vollva’s followers was dying. In tho 
past week three of his lieutenants who 
hold the same position In the church 
under Dowle have suddenly died, and 
when It was said that a fourth was 
likely to die before morning several of 
the mourners ran from the tabernacle, 
shouting that Zion was being cursed by 
God. Tills excited the rest of the 3,000 
mourners and before tho cooler headed 
leaders could get among the people to 
counsel quietness, fully 500 had left the 
house of mourning.

WILL NOT GO 


CANNOT SEND CONSTITUTION 
TO JAMESTOWN. 


NAVAL EXHIBITS TO HAVE 
UNIQUE FEATURES. 


CIVIL WAR MONITOR. 


Washington, March 14.—[Special.]—It 
lias been decided that It is out of the 
question for the Govemmerit to send 
the old Constitution, which Is being 
restored to its original appearance at 
Boston, to Hampton Roads this sum 
mer as a part of the navai exhibit of 
the Jamestown Exposition. The Navy 
Department will have an extensive ex¬ 
hibit In tho Government building and 
will be otherwise represented by most 
of the ships of the Atlantic fleet, to¬ 
gether with a body of marines on shore 

There will also be, by way of con¬ 
trast, the old Monitor Cononlcus, which 
has been fitted up with mock guns 
and other equipment to Illustrate her 
original condition In tho time of the 
Civil War. 

A desire for the presence of tho old 
Constitution In its retgored state Is 
appreciated as only natural under the 
circumstances, but tho Navy Depart¬ 
ment possesses no fund which would 
enable the Government to make re¬ 
pairs to the hull of the vessel to fit 
her for the voyage. The naval con¬ 
structor at Boston has reported that it 
would require at least $20,000, and per¬ 
haps $25,000, to do the work which is 
necessary.

INCREASED PAY 


NEW SCALE OF WAGE FOR POST- 
OFFICE EMPLOYES. 


ADDITIONAL COMPENSATION TO 
BEGIN ON JULY 1. 


ADOPTED HITCHCOCK’S PLAN, 


Washington. March 14.—[Special.]— 

First Assistant Postmaster General 
Frank H. Hitchcock ha* made a com¬ 
pilation showing how many clerks in 
post-office* and letter-carriers wifi be 
effected by the Increased pay recently 
provided for them by Congress. The 
additional pay wUl begin July 1 next, 
the beginning of the new fiscal year. 

The total number of clerks promoted 
at that time or as soon afterward as 
they shall have completed a year’s 
service in the grade In which they now' 
are serving will be 19.900. Of these 35* 
will be advanced from a salary of $400 
to a raJary of $600; 833 from $500 to $600; 

3,834 from $600 to $800; 4.026 from $700 to 
$800; 4.9% from $800 to $900; 3.437 from 
$900 to $1,000 and 2,381 from $1,000 to 
$ 1 , 100 . 

The letter-carriers, many of whom 
now are receiving nearly the maximum 
salary provided by htw, will be pro¬ 
moted In the same way. The Increase 
will affect 24,227 carriers throughout tho 
country. Of this number 1,810 will be 
promoted from $600 to $800; 8,835 from 
$850 to $900; 10,073 from $800 to $1,000 and 
12,509 from $1,000 to $1,100. The increase 
In tli© aggregate will amount to nearly 
$4,500,000 a year.

DEFIES ORDERS 


Refuses To Protect Strike 
Breakers On Cars. 

Carries Eight of His Men 
With Him. 


Suspended By Board Pending 
Final Action. 


Underhill street and Broadway by a 
crowd of men. The car. It is said, was 
tilled with people, including two women 
and the police, when called upon for 
protection, refused to do anything to¬ 
ward dispersing the crowd. 

The passengers. It is said, were or 
dered to lea\t the car, after which it 
was bombarded with rocks and every 
window glass shattered.

At the car bam at Highland and 
Baxter avenues yesterday afternoon It 
was stated that Capt. Riley, until yes 
terday morning, had given valuable 
service in the protection of the com¬ 
pany's property. Denial was made by 
those in churge at the bam that the 
strike-breakers were armed. 


TWO OTHERS SUSPENDED. 


The first serious defection in the Po¬ 
lice Department developed early yester¬ 
day morning, when Capt. Tom Riley, 
who has been on the force for the last 
seventeen years, rebelled against or¬ 
ders Issued by bis chief. Col. Sebastian 
Gunther, and refused, point blank, bo 
continue In charge of the squad of men 
under him at the car bam at Baxter 
and Highland avenues. Capt RUey 
explained his rebellion on the ground 
that he could not bring hfmself to af¬ 
ford protection to "armed thugs from 
other cities," who were brought to 
Louisville by the railway company to 
operate street cars. 

He said he would rather be dis¬ 
charged from the force than practically 
to ally himself with much an element. 
He was immediately suspended by Col. 
Gunther, together with eight patrolmen 
wtho joined with their Captain in re¬ 
belling agaimst the Chief's orders. 

The eight patrolmen are: W. P. 
Murray. Joseph Spaihn, Thomas Coch¬ 
ran, Peter J. Maloney. Leo Kaercher, 
Laniel Tivnan, Robert J. Koehler and 
Frank Rush. 

The patrolmen are charged with hav¬ 
ing deserted their post, and Capt. Riley 
Is charged with having disobeyed the 
orders of his superior officer. All the 
men will be given a hearing before the 
Board of Public Safety this morning at 
11 o’clock, at which time it Is likely 
they will be summarily discharged 
from the force. Cn.pt. Riley has been 
In aharge for years at the First dis¬ 
trict police station.

UPON CARNES’ DECISION. 


Sympathetic Atmosphere. 

[New York Tribune.] 

In the Bluegrass region of Kentucky 
there might be a prejudice against the 
feuds of Breathitt. There would be scant 
sympathy here in New York, for instance, 
with the "feudal" idea that you may 
shoot in the dnrk any one belonging to a 
rival family, clan or faction. The inter¬ 
ests of justice require a trial In the most 
sympathetic atmosphere! 

Then, too, as the Special Judge said. 
"Elliott county is inaccessible to newspa¬ 
pers. The people of that county don't read 
much." There, of course. Is the ideal 
condition. Wo all know how difficult it 
Is in New York to obtain a Jury in the 
trial of a celebrated case who have not 
"read anything Rbout It In the newspa 
pers;" to And the Ideal degree of Ignor 
ance it must be advantageous to have at 
hand some Sandy Hook, twenty-eight 
miles by muleback, at an angle of 45 de¬ 
grees to the horizon. Inaccessible to the 
newspapers, where the people don't read 
much. 

Another Link. 


According to the story told by Capt. 
Riley, he. with his men. reached the 
car barn at Baxter and Highland ave¬ 
nues yesterday morning at 6 o'clock. 
In accordance with orders from Col. 
Sebastian Gunther, he placed patrol¬ 
men on the first two cars that left the 
bom, one at 7 and the other at 7:26 
o'clock. When the third car was ready 
to leave, Capt. Riley refused to place 
policemen aboard It. on the ground that 
the new motor-man was armed. 

Upon making this alleged discovery, 
Oapt. Riley stepped to a telephone, and 
placed himself In communication with 
Col. Gunrtiher. He told the Chief that 
the strikebreakers were armed, and 
f>^,t he could not consistently become 
a party to what they might do. He 
said that he had refused to place po¬ 
licemen aboard the third car, and 
asked for instructions. 

Col. Gunther, according to Capt. Riley, 
said that the men were not armed, and 
ordered Capt. Riley to carry out the 
Instructions he had previously received

followed/'

Senator McNutt Intercedes. 


With a'view to interceding with the 
Mayor and the Board of Public Safety 
in behalf of the eight patrolmen who 
were suspended. Senator H. S. McNutt 
called at the City Hall yesterday aft¬ 
ernoon.

The Special Jhdge appointed by 
Governor of Kentucky to preside at the 
trial of Judge James Hargis, charged 
with hiring assassins to kill a man In 
Breathitt county, has granted Hargis a 
change of venue to a mountain county 
town remote from railroads, openly avow* 
Ing that he wishes the trial to take place 
as far from newspapers as possible. Har¬ 
gis Is a prominent and influential poli¬ 
tician In Kentucky, afid assassination In 
Breathitt was for a long time a recognized 
Institution. Its survival is now in peril. 

The leading newspapers of Kentucky 
are responsible for the creation of a sen¬ 
timent which has seriously interfered with 
the time-honored conduct of this Breath¬ 
itt county Institution. Had they attended 
to their own business, on the principle 
that no business of the Hargis and other 
factions In Breathitt county Is their busi¬ 
ness, the pleasant trade of shooting men 
from behind trees on the Courthouse 
Square In Jackson, or from the pourt- 
house windows, might have proceeded In¬ 
definitely and Curtis Jett would not now 
be in tho penitentiary. 

Meantime the indications are that the 
civil authorities of Kentucky are not 
unanimously earnest In the desire or en¬ 
ergetic in the effort that tho powerful 
politicians more or less Interested in the 
assassination business be brought to jus¬ 
tice, and the conduct of the Special Judge 
In selecting a county for the trial of Har¬ 
gis Is not convincing that he was appoint¬ 
ed with the object of a stem prosecution 
In view. 

The Issue of "Government by newspa¬ 
per" In Kentucky appears to be one of 
considerable Import. We are assured that 
the danger of its final triumph grows out 
of the fact that the newspapers In this 
particular emergency are the spokesmen 
for nine-tenths of that part of Kentucky's 
population, which obstinately insists that 
murder Is a crime and that assassination 
la its most aggravated form.

Justice seems to be not only blind, but 
limping and well nigh completely exhaust 
ed In Kentucky. Things have come to a 
pretty pass when It Is necessary to pro¬ 
tect the presiding Magistrate by a flic of 
soldiers, search every man who enters 
the court room and then grant a change 
of venue to a county which neither rail¬ 
road trains nor newspapers permeate, be¬ 
cause of the alleged stress of public sen 
tlment. This Is exactly what has been 
done In the case of the Commonwealth 
versus Jim Hargis, accused of heading a 
murder bureau. 

How long Kentucky will continue to 
stand for such things no one can tell. 
It has been advertised to its great dis¬ 
credit by a half-dozen judicial farces and 
flagrant wrongs within the past two or 
three year*. "Some day," the Courier 
Journal predicts, "those who have be 
trayed their trust are going to feel the 
force of a virtue-loving people's righteous 
indignation." For Kentucky's sake that 
day should be hastened. 


ANACHRONISMS OF ARTISTS. 


In their zeal and absorption artists 
have frequently been known to make 
the most remarkable blunders. Many 
of these evidences of their mistakes 
have been handed down for generations 
and are still to be seen In various parts 
of the world. For example, there stands 
In Westminster Abby, London, a 
splendid monument of Cromwell In rid¬ 
ing attire. The spurs which adorn his 
high boots are upside down, showing 
that while the man who created the 
statue was an expert In his line he was 
totally unfamiliar with the art of rid¬ 
ing.

THE TWO WEBSTERS. 

[Boston Transcript.] 

Just at present Noah Webster seems 
as big a man as Daniel Webster, to 
Judge from the devotion so many Con¬ 
gressmen manifest for the former. 
Noah, the lexicographer, and Daniel, 
the expounder, are both great authori¬ 
ties, though Daniel has heretofore 
been much more frequently quoted in 
debate. Whenever a constitutional 
question Is up we may be sure that 
Daniel Webster wHI be cited before the 
discussion has lasted very long. In the 
course of the reapportionment debate 
following the census of likK) Daniel 
Webster's opinions were quoted not 
fewer than twenty times In one week in 
the House of Representatives. The 
Government rested Its case in the In¬ 
sular controversy largely on Webster's 
exposition of the Constitution, and it 
won. Daniel Webster was a whole Su¬ 
preme Court in himself. Noah Web¬ 
ster. If any kinsman of tlu* "Immortal 
Daniel." was a very distant one. but 
there is a certain resembUmce in the 
minds and labors of the two suggestive 
of a common ancestry. Noah Webstar 
did for the English language tn the 
United States what Daniel did for the 
Constitution—he expounded It. More¬ 
over. while we think of him usually ns 
a lexicographer, he was a publicist of 
note. He Is credited with making the 
first sketch of a Federal Constitution 
for this country, outlining a nation as 
a successor to the staggering Confed¬ 
eration as early as 1784. and as a writer 
on international law he was in advance 
of his time. His treatise on the rlgh'f 
of neutrals may still bo read with an 
Interest not altogether historical. In 
fact, the two Websters were both pub-

Forestalling the Xaisor 

The frequency with which the re¬ 
port is circulated that tho Gentian Em¬ 
peror U hoping eventually to tako over 
Holland, together with various publish¬ 
ed details that tend' to substantiate It. 
has not only attracted outside atten¬ 
tion to tho political possibilities in Hol¬ 
land, but has served to arouse tho con¬ 
cern of tho Dutch people themselves. 
So serious Is the suspicion of the Ger¬ 
man Emperor in some minds that ar¬ 
ticles have been published in leading 
reviews in recent months in which the 
writers treat of the peril threatening 
Holland, and official action 19 now' 
about to be taken by the Dutch citi¬ 
zens to forestall any design of William. 

A State Commission which recently 
has been considering various Important 
questions relating to the Government 
has recommended a plan which It be¬ 
lieves will preserve tho integrity of 
Holland. It is presented in the 
form of a provision for the 
jfttBcesslon to tho throne in tho 
event that Queen Wilhelmlna shall 
die without issue. At present 
there is no heir. Tho Prince Consort is 
a German and there is a grave possibil¬ 
ity ttiat he might succeed to the throne. 
He might negotiate a treaty with tho 
Berlin Government looking toward the 
admission of Holland into the German 
Federation. If the recommendation 
•of the State Commission is 
adopted this programme will be render¬ 
ed Impossible, for the proposed plan 
is to give the States-General the power 
to provide for the succession to the 
throne or to change It la case of emer¬ 
gency, and to make it necessary for 
any monarch to obtain the approval of 
the Parliament before any treaty can 
be negotiated with a foreign Power. 

Naturally, this bill is being watched 
intently by the German Government. 
Holland, with Its wealth. Its fine, rich 
ports and valuable colonies, would be 
a sweet morsel. It would be a mag¬ 
nificent acquisition for any nation of 
Germany's ambitions. 

In this connection it is apt to call 
attention to a movement to bring Nor¬ 
way, Denmark and Sweden Into closer 
relations than exist at present, thus 
to make them safer from tho covetous¬ 
ness of Germany or any other Power. 
They being, all three, small countries, 
any one of them could be gobbled by 
an astute and powerful nation without 
a great provocation, and since they are 
possessed of good ports and other de¬ 
ferable features they might tempt an 
astute and powerful nation quite read, 
lly. A number of patriotic Scandinav¬ 
ians of the three countries are leading 
the movement, and It Is making head, 
way among the official classes and the 
people generally. It Is proposed to have 
a tri-natlonal Interparliamentary con¬ 
ference during the coming summer in 
Copenhagen to consider the ultimate 
federation of the three States. It 1» 
hoped to have tho proposition acted 
upon simultaneously by the Swedish 
Riksdag, the Danish Rlgsdag and the 
Norwegian Storthing. 

The three nations have such common 
interests and are so nearly related in 
sentiment, history and blood, that a 
pact of some sort ought to be easily 
arranged. Their union would promote 
the peace of Europe by making o ch 
lesa »u.. 0 u«and 


removing thereby a constant chance of 
war. and a menace to themselves. 


The Overshadowing Lesson. 

The one unfortunate thing about the 
settlement of the street car strike, how¬ 
ever desirable a settlement It was and 
however welcome it may be to the 
whole community, is that the contest 
of which it is the culmination was. 
on the part of one side to It, made in 
violence and defiance bf the law. 

Beneficial to everybody as a termina¬ 
tion of that contest undoubtedly will 
be, and profitable, for the present, as it 
will prove for the business interests of 
the city, those interests may well con¬ 
sider whether their account of profit 
and loss growing out of this strike can 
be finally balanced until the future 
shall disclose what disturbances of the 
peace and prosperity of our industrial 
life may be in store for a community 
In which it has been demonstrated that 
force may be invoked' to settle differ¬ 
ences between employes and employers 
and that tho civil authorities cannot 
bo counted cn to prevent an appeal to 
such a tribunal. 

Three things marked the course of 
tffis strike and contributed to Its re¬ 
sult: 

First—The violence of the strikers 
and their sympathizers. 

Second—The failure of the civil au¬ 
thorities to quell that disorder. 

Third—The feeble fight purt. up by the 
railway company, and Its failure to 
make good its professions of strength. 

The Courier-Journal, like the great 
majority of the people of Louisville, Is 
chiefly I merest*! in the second of these 
facts. The merits of the controversy 
between the railway company and the 
strikers were wholly subsidiary to the 
Importance of maintaining the civil au¬ 
thority of tho people. Wherever may 
■have been the right or wrong of that 
controversy, there was a greater right 
that was first owed to tho law, while 
a greater wrong was committed in 
outraging the law. It is not worth 
while to analyze the details of the 
agreement reached between the com¬ 
pany and the strikers. They constitute 
but an inaugmiiflcarit proportion of the 
people of this city, all of whom are 
vitally Interested In this overshadowing 
development of the last four days— 
that here In Louisville, as In some 
other cities that have trod the dis¬ 
astrous path upon which we seem to 
have entered, lawlessness may be re¬ 
sorted to for tho settlement of differ¬ 
ences between employee and employers, 
and we cannot look to the regular au¬ 
thorities to put down than lawlessness. 
Questions of wages, of hours, of rec¬ 
ognition of a union are trivial In com¬ 
parison with the demonstration which 
we havo just had that violence may be 
appealed to for the decision of those 
questions, and that we oanrnot depend 
upon the proper powerp to prevent iL 

The Courier-Journal dOes not wish to 
do Mayor Barth any Injustice. It has 
no doubt whatever that he honestly 
desired and meant to do his full duty. 
But that he did not succeed in doing it 
the history of Monday, Tuesday, Wed¬ 
nesday and Thursday furnishes melan¬ 
choly evidence. At the beginning of the 
strike something may be allowed for 
his failure to realizo the seriousness of 
the situation, owing to the misrepre¬ 
sentation of the railway company, but 
as the proof of its seriousness steadily 
developed no one could fall to see 1L 
That tho Mayor did see it was shown 
by his proclamation of Tuesday, w'hich 
was in every way admirable. If he had 
enforced that proclamation he would 
have won only commendation. That he 
did not enforce It. however ho may 
have tried to do so, was manifest from 
the story of yesterday’s violence, the 
worst of any day of the strike. 

There la one inevitable conclusion to 
be drawn from all this. The Police 
Department, containing as It does many 
officers and men who did their whole 
duty under the instructions they had. 
Is, as now organized and directed, ut¬ 
terly inadequate In such an emergency 
as that through which we have Just 
passed. And the responsibility for its 
inadequacy must be placed upon the 
Board of Public Safety and the Mayor. 
Unless they, too, as does the com¬ 
munity, appreciate the shortcomings of 
their direction of the department, Lou¬ 
isville’s first prayer may well be that 
she be delivered from another strike 
during their administration.

“Mrs. Warren’s Profession.” 

The gratifying word comes from New 
York that “Mrs. Warren's Profession,” 
revived by a theatrical manager who 
hoped to gather In a fortune from this 
much-advertised and meretricious play, 
has been performed to almost empty 
houses. The people Who were expected to 
swarm about the play as a result of Its 
well-known nastiness have ignored IL 
Closed by the police last year, it will 
bo closed by public Indifference this 
year. 

It is Impossible to state whether the 
failure of “Mrs. Warren’s Profession” 
this time Indicates an improvement or 
a decadence of public tame. When first 
produced, a season ago. It was heralded 
as a foul affair and pedple fell over 
each other In their efforts to get seats. 
Speculators reaped a harvest. The the¬ 
ater was packed to the doors. The 
play was stopped by the authorities 
the next day. Since then the New York 
courts have decided that the police 
wore not justified In suppressing It. This 
I time the piece opened to a poor audi- 
I ence and the audiences havo continued 
. poor. Are people staying away be¬ 
cause the courts have approved its per¬ 
formance or because they do not wish 
to attend and countenance a work so 
reeking with filth? Are they disgusted 
because It is pronounced tame or are 
they making protest against the ex¬ 
ploitation of a play of such a low moral 
tone?

The Riley Incident. 

Dismissal from service seems a very 
mild penalty for mutineers like Capt. 
Tom Riley and other members of the 
police force. It is in a time of stress 
such as Louisville has had th^it faith¬ 
ful, fearless and unswerving attention 
to duty is demanded of a Police De¬ 
partment Policemen who are faithful, 
fearless and unswerving only In a time 
of lovely calm are burlesques and 
anomalies. The reason we have police¬ 
men at all is to keep order; When or¬ 
der prevails already they can be dis¬ 
pensed with and hardly be missed. 
Louisville has been in the throes of an¬ 
archy and Capt. Riley and the others 
deliberately refused to perform their 
sworn duty to protect life and property. 
They mutinied in a grave and ominous 
emergency. Riley and his crowd were 
not only guilty of treason to their 
sworn duty, but they were guilty of 
a crime against the public and against 
the force. Dismissal from their posi¬ 
tions is totally Inadequate. In the 
army and navy mutiny !b punished by 
death. In the police force It should be 
punished by a penitentiary sentence, at 
least, and a law should be enacted to 
that effect. 

In striking contrast to the Riley 
gang was Corporal Whitman, who re¬ 
ceived severe wounds in his efforts to 
disperse a mob. He hod a high and 
proper conception of his position. And 
he was not the only one. Entirely too 
many weaklings have been developed 
In the force since the street-car strike 
began, but there have been also in¬ 
stances of conscientious, devoted and 
game attention to duty. Doubtless no 
one feels a greater contempt for the 
traitors and the cravens than do the 
loyal policemen, who, knowing what 
they were employed to do, did It. 

If there is one tiling the incidents of 
the past few days have shown It is the 
n^d of an Investigation of the police 
force and its reorganization. The pub¬ 
lic peace should not be intrusted to 
men who cannot be depended on. Turn 
out the poltroons and give us police¬ 
men who are policemen. 

Beveridge On Pomp and Poverty. 

Architects agree that within the next 
half century Washington will become 
by far the most beautiful of the world’s 
.capitals. Even now it possesses many 
attractions as a place of residence for 
persons of wealth and leisure. It Is 
almost entirely free from the smoke 
that makes most cities hideous. Its 
streets are wide and well kept. Its 
climate during eight months of the 
year is fairly good. Its population is 
of a high average intelligence. Its 
guests Include tho notables of all coun¬ 
tries, or such of them os are fond of 
travel or are called, t>y private busi¬ 
ness or public duties, to America. It 
is convenient to New York. It Is the 
only American city of considerable size 
that has in Its atmosphere something 
of the repose of an old-world town, 
and in which the word “hustle” does 
not spell “life” to citizens and to 
strangers within the gates. Washing¬ 
ton will, therefore, grow more and more 
attractive to millionaires and more and 
more the home of persons who have, 
financially, "arrived.” Its social life 
will be marked by Increasing magnifi¬ 
cence. Mr. Beveridge f declares that 
there Is no place In Washington so¬ 
ciety—or at any rate no conspicuous 
position in the vanguard—for the 
moneyless man, and tho statement can¬ 
not bo controverted. Washington so¬ 
ciety, which refuses to-day to follow 
the $7,500-a-year man about from place 
to place, eating out of his hand, will 
Just barely condescend to let him fol¬ 
low In 1967, if the United States grows 
In wealth during tlie next half century 
as it has In the last half century. It 
is futile for statesmen who must live 
upon their salaries to rail at the pluto¬ 
cratic splendor of Washington “high 
life.” They must learn that the Amer¬ 
ican Congress is not. primarily, a so¬ 
cial organization, and that there is no 
very good reason why the people should 
be greatly worried If their Senators 
and Representatives are not wealthy 
enough to be society leaders. If New 
York were the capital we should hard¬ 
ly expect to support Congressmen in 
such style that they could have steam 
yachts and racing stables like the 
wealthiest New Yorkers. 

An aristocracy of money Is a by¬ 
product of prosperity in this great and 
growing country. Such an aristocracy 
at the Capital is a natural result of 
the Capital being an attractive resi¬ 
dence city. Unless through some rad¬ 
ical, and at present entirely unexpect¬ 
ed. change in our industrial system, 
Americans of great ability and groat 
moral obliquity cease to find the means 
of amassing great fortunes there Is 
every prospect that In fifty years Mr. 
Beveridge’s highly colored pictures of 
■Washington social life will be taken 
down from a dusty shelf and reprinted 
to show the Jeffersonian simplicity of 
society at the Capital In the earlier 
years of the Twentieth century. Mr. 
Beveridge has lifted up his clarion 
voice to protest against the Imperlal-

society to consider the moneyless man. 
In the face of Mr. Beveridge's expose 
of frenzied social life In Washington 
there Is nothing left for Congressmen 
to do but to come to an early realiza¬ 
tion that Washington society and the 
Ameridun Congress are things apart, 
and that members of Congress are sent 
to Washington not <to make social 
careers, but lo make laws.

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The Strike In France. 

The strike of electrical employes In 
France and its speedy settlement did 
not give universal satisfaction. In the 
Chamber of Deputies M. Joures, the 
Socialist leader, thought It worth while 
to Interpellate the Government on the 
subject. The interpellation is much 
practiced In Continental Legislatures, 
some minister being asked to explain 
or to justify certain acts done by him 
or under his authority. In this case 
M. J cures wanted to know why there 
had been a threat to use Government 
engineers to run the electrical plants. 

Clemenceau, the Premier, who is 
himself an old labor advocate, de¬ 
clared himself ready to use the strong 
hand to preserve social order, and In 
social order he included established 
public conveniences. M. Joures said 
that no disorder was threatened, jyid 
that, therefore, the Government’s ac¬ 
tion Involved an abridgement of the 
right to strike. A strike, he said, was 
war. The Premier ought to assure the 
working proletariat of its rights and 
liberties, otherwise he would arouse the 
distrust of the workingmen. 

M. Clemenceau said that It was true 
that strikes were war, but not between 
two adversaries, but between two 
adversaries on the backs of tho 
passers-by. No Government could pre¬ 
vent such a war. M. Jourcs asked 
them by what right the Government 
interfered, and he answered by the 
right of society to existence. M. Joures 
and his associates would leave Paris at 
night a prey to robbers and incen¬ 
diaries. They advocated the oppres¬ 
sion of the social body by the mi¬ 
nority. They intimated that the Gov¬ 
ernment would make slaves of work¬ 
men, but the laws permitted nothing 
of the kind, but still less would they 
havo the workmen tyrants. The Gov¬ 
ernment wished to preserve what pres¬ 
ent society has that is good, and to 
prepare the way for something better. 

Clemenceau noticed that a delegation 
of workingmen had said that If sol¬ 
diers entered the factories there would 
be bloodshed. "It is I,” said M. Clemen¬ 
ceau, "who. In the name of the United 
Government, have token the responsi¬ 
bility of sending, soldiers. If you do 
not overthrow me to-day I will do it 
again to-morrow.” 

The Chamber did not overthrow M. 
Clemenceau. It voted confidence in the 
Government by 378 to 68 . 
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There are about 200,000 young men 
and women In this country who make 
their living as stenographers; and sev¬ 
eral thousand other young men and 
women who earn a livelihood by teach¬ 
ing stenography. They have a competi¬ 
tor in the form of a machine which is 
threatening to get their jobs away from 
them. The phonograph threatens to do 
for the stenographer what the auto¬ 
mobile has done for the horse. Its mak¬ 
ers claim that the talking machine Is 
going to branch out from being a mere 
musical toy, and become a factor In 
business. 

• • • 

The use of graph* »phones and phono¬ 
graphs In business has obtained to 
some extent for several years, but it 
is only lately that the movement to 
develop the idea has been undertaken 
on a large scale. The sales of commer¬ 
cial talking machines have increased 
600 per cent. in twelve months, and this 
despite the fact that advertising has 
been limited to one or two class pub¬ 
lications. The factories are making ar¬ 
rangements to increase the output and 
then a c:*nipaign of genend advertising 
is to be begun, which the manufactur¬ 
ers believe will put talking machines 
In almost every office in the country, 
and practically eliminate the use of 

shorthand in business correspondence. 

• • • 

The ordinary stenographer in a busi¬ 
ness office does not take on an average 
of more than ninety words a minute. 
Nearly every man who dictates can 
think faster than the stenographer can 
write shorthand, so he has to hold 
back. In dictating to a phonograph 
there is no time wasted, nor interrup¬ 
tion to his thoughts because the ma¬ 
chine goes right ahead at any pace he 
can set. 

0 • • 

The reporters of debates in the two 
Houses of Congress have for years 
read their shorthand notes Into phono¬ 
graphs, from which they are written 
out on typewriters. Court reporters 
have also been using the machines In 
this way for years with great success. 
Commercial talking machines cost less 
than typewriters of standard make, and 
it is not impossible that the tremen¬ 
dous Increase in their sale In the last 
year Is the beginning of a business 
campaign which will make them almost 
ns common as typewriters. 


Perils of an Extra Session. 

The Governor of Indiana is said 
to feel strongly inclined to veto the 
Appropriation Bill passed by the Legis¬ 
lature at its recent session. The items 
to which he especially objects are said 
to be 325,060 for the Jamestown Exposi¬ 
tion, the provision for three new em¬ 
ployes in the insurance department of 
the Auditor’s office and a raise of $1,000 1 
in the siilary of the chief of a bureau. ! 
As previous appropriations expire on 
September 30, a veto would call for an 
extra session of the Legislature. 

An extra session of the Legislature Is 
generally perilous, but It Is particularly 
so 4n Indiana. We ore told that It can 
consider at such a session any business 
that can come before a regular session. ! 
It can hold on for forty dayB If It I 
chooses, and a Legislature generally 
chooses to hold on while the pay Is 
good. When the expenses of on extra 
session are counted up. It would seem 
that knocking out the $25,000 for James¬ 
town might not be a very valuable 
measure of economy. 

There is another danger to lie con¬ 
sidered. The Legislature would have 
to meet when called, and It would 
doubtless pass another appropriation 
bill. But that bill might contain the 
same objectionable items and a few 
more. Then It might pass the Inaur- 1 
anoe Bill and the Police Bill over the 
Governor’s veto. 

What else It might do is hard to 
guess, but the propriety of forcing it 
to reassemble is doubtful, to say the 
least of It.

She, and many 
other singers of great fame, have de¬ 
clared that the talking-machine has 
been of great benefit to them in point¬ 
ing out faults which they themselves 
had overlooked.

During the terrific electrical storm 
Wednesday night the house on McLean 
avenue. In the Silver Grove suburb at 
New Albany, occupied by Leo Penning¬ 
ton, was struck by lightning, the sub¬ 
tile fluid playing unusual pranks in Its 
passage from where it struck the build¬ 
ing near the roof until it passed Into 
the ground on the other side of the 
bouse. The bolt struck the house near 
the roof and running down the studding 
ripped the weather boarding from the 
sldo of the building. It entered the 
house near a door, passed along the 
floor of a bedroom, sitting-room and 
dining-room, loft the house on the op¬ 
posite aide from which It entered, ran 
down a flight of three steps and tore a 
great hole in the brick pavement at 
their foot. 

In Its passage across the house the 
bolt appeared to be endowed with in¬ 
telligence. A lighted lamp was extin¬ 
guished and knocked off the table, the 
rollers were Jerked from a sewing ma¬ 
chine as if done by a man and thrown 
across the room, while chairs, tables 
and light furniture were upset and 
scattered about the room, while the 
family dog, asleep by the stove, was 
picked up, tossed several feet into the 
air and dropped unhurt. Mrs. Pen¬ 
nington and a neighbor were in the 
sitting-room when the bolt passed 
through and while neither was injured, 
both were badly frightened.

Yesterday afternoon the manufacturing 
establishments at the lowest points 
were making preparations in the ex¬ 
pectation that the flood would again 
bo In their establishments. 

Yesterday afternoon Capt. John 
Mitchell, agent of the Louisville and 
Evansville Packet Company, New Al¬ 
bany. warned by telephone the farmers 
living in the lowlands between that 
city and Leavenworth of the Impend¬ 
ing flood, the telephone service having 
been furnished free of charge by the 
Home Telephone Company, and he also 
gave warning to those below Leaven¬ 
worth by means of the Cumberland tel¬ 
ephone, the use of which had also been 
donated by the company. The farmers 
living in the lowlands below New Al¬ 
bany will suffer much more by this 
flood than they did by the one sixty 
days ago for the reason that after the 
waters recede and the lands become 
sufficiently dry to work, many weeks 
of the planting season will have passed

He remained at his post of duty until 
the day he was taken ill, and, not¬ 
withstanding his advanced years, look¬ 
ed after the interests of that institu¬ 
tion ably.

IN THE VALLEYS 

Of the Miami and Muslitng’um Is 
Death, Damage and Privation. 

Cleveland, O., March 14.—Many prints 
in the Slate of Ohio are experiencing 
tho most disastrous floods that have 
occurred in Severn] years. Dispatches 
to the Associated Press from many 
cities and towns representing a good 
part of the State bring news of swollen 
rivers nnd small atrenins and of death, 
damage nml privation as a result of the 
flood. The Miami and Muskingum val¬ 
leys ho far are the worst sufferers. 

At Zanesville, where three persons 
were drowned to-day, the Muskingum 
river is rising to-night at the rate of 
one and a half Inches an hour ami 
nearing the high-water mark of 1898. 
Mayor Deacon to-night swore in a large 
force of special policemen and gave 
orders to confiscate the boats of owner* 
found demanding ex*' .nslve ferry 
charges in the flooded districts. 

A heavy downpour of rain continues 
at CV>?h»>oton. where the Tuscawaras 
and Walhnndtrjg rivers unite to form 
the Muskingum and both are rising 
rapidly. The crest of the flood Is ex- 
peeled to arrive at Zanesville by noon 
to-morrow. 

At Newark and In that vicinity Im¬ 
provement wag rioted this afternoon, the 
Licking river, which has been out of 
banks, having falling four feet. 

In Sprlngflcdd and vicinity more thnn 
$100,000 damage has resulted to prop¬ 
erty and 200 families have been made 
homeless by the sudden rise of Mad 
riv*r and its tributaries, but (he 
streams are reported falling to-nlglit 
nnd U Is believed the danger is over. 
The damage to harm property Is heavy. 

At Findlay flood conditions, which 
have been serious for thirty-six hours 
post, wene eased off to-night when the 
Blanchard rlw, which had reached Its 
highest point In several years and h id 
Inundated a part of the city, began fall¬ 
ing. 

The damage to property In the vicin¬ 
ity of Findlay extends throughout Han¬ 
cock and adjoining counties. 

At Lima the Ottawa river has rcachei 
the flood stage; lowland* arv submerged 
at many points ami many families in 
the®e eefitione Ivave been driven from 
their homes. The property damage Is 
considerable, oil companies txdng the 
henvlest sufferers. 

Hamilton, Dayton and Middletown In 
tho Miami valley suffered along with 
Springfield and other towns in that 
section, the damage In the former be¬ 
ing particularly large. 

OVERTURNED IN CREEK. 

Two Men Have Narrow Escape In 
Deep Water. 

Georgetown, Ky., March 14—[Sje. 
rial.}—The members of the hardware 
firm of Drake & Marshall, of Lexing¬ 
ton, narrowly escaju^d drowning to-day 
while attempting to cross at the ford 
ovot Cano Run, near Donernll. in this 
county. Tlte buggy was overturned, 
and Dmke, the driver, was thrown out 
while the buggy covered Marshall, c »ru 
pletely entangling him. Neither could 
swim, and the timely arrival of Stetfe 
Williams, a farmer, who cast in n polo 
ns they were sinking for thr* semnd 
time, nlnne saved them from drowning. 

The horse perished, and the harness, 
buggy and all are covered by the hUh 
waters. Both men were taken to Lex¬ 
ington. and have not been heard fiorn 
since.

Bedford. Ind.. March 11—(.Special ]— 
The high stage of White river and Salt 
creek a few weeks ago Is likely to be 
surpassed by the present rise. The 
river at noon to-day showed a depth 
of twenty-five feet at the pumping sta¬ 
tion and Was rising an inch an h ur. 
The crest of the flood from Wednesday 
and Wednesday night’s rain at the 
headwaters of the river have not yet 
reached Bedford. These may bring it 
up away beyond the previous mark.

First—Homicide — Instructions—Insani¬ 
ty—Epilepsy.—It Is not «-rror In the court 
on the trial of one for murder to fall to 
Instruct the Jury on the question of the 
Insanity of the accused because of evi¬ 
dence allowing that he was subject to epi¬ 
lepsy. but where these w*as no evidence 
that he was or ever had been Insane, or 
that he was unable to distinguish right 
from wrong. 

Second—Aiding and Abetting—Inducing 
a Crime—Presumptions.—The law pre¬ 
sumes that when one Is present, encourag¬ 
ing. assisting and advising another to do 
an unlawful act. that the one so acting 
was induced, by the presence and encour¬ 
agement of the other, to commit the net.

GOVERNMENT WORSTED 


FIRST OLEOMARGARINE CASES 
VICTORY FOR DEFENDANT. 


1 Moss Only One of Five Indicted 
Up For Trial—No Case Made 
Out—Jury Finishes. 


Comparatively little business was 
done in the United States Court yester¬ 
day. In fact the court had to play a 
waiting game on the grand Jury all 
morning. The grand jury finally filed 
in at 2:15 o’clock in the afternoon and 
turned in a small batch of Indictments 
against persons In Louisville for sell¬ 
ing oleomargarine in violation of the 
law. The foreman of the grand jury 
announced that the business of the 
body for this term had been finished 
and that there was nothing more before 
the body for consideration. Judge 
Evans thanked the Jurors for their 
services and announced that they were 
finally discharged. 

The oleomargarine cases against cer¬ 
tain persons in Louisville, who were 
held to answer to the grand Jury have 
played no little part In this term of 
court. The first batch of indictments 
brought in against J. 8. Berry. Charles 
Bauer, B. H. Barnes, Mel Moss and 
John K. Tabor, were objected to by the 
attorneys for the defendants on the 
grounds that they were not specific. 
The demurrers were sustained and the 
cases resubmitted to the grand Jury. 
The Indictments were returned again 
yesterday and the first case tried re¬ 
sulted In a thtpwdown for the Govern¬ 
ment officials. 

Mel Moss was tried first. Several 
women witnesses were examined, but 
when peremptory Instructions were 
asked for by the attorneys for Moss 
Judge Evans announced that the prose¬ 
cution had made no case. Despite the 
fact that District Attorney Du Relle 
made a strong plea that the circum¬ 
stances showed that the defendant had 
been caught In the act of violating the 
law governing the sale of oleomar¬ 
garine. Judge Evans instructed the jury 
to find the defendant not guilty. 

The case against B. H. Barnes was 
called and on account of the absence of 
three of the prosecution’s witnesses, 
the case was continued to this morning. 
Judge Evans will Issue attachments for 
the witnesses this morning if they are 
not in' court by 10 o’clock. It was 
through leniency that he did not Issue 
th** attachments yesterday afternoon. 

The cases against J. 8. Berry, Charles 
Bauer and John K. Tabor were con¬ 
tinued to the next term of court.
